PALESTINIAN REPRESENTATION IN ARAB, INTERNATIONAL POSTAL UNIONS DISCUSSED 
Kuwait AL@-QABAS in Arabic 24 Nov 80 p 17 


[Article by Khalil al-Taqi: "Mahmud Abu-Bakr, PLO Representative in Arab and 
International Postal Unions, to AL-QABAS: Effective Palestinian Participation in 
Arab and International Postal Unions; Proposal for Setting Up Palestinian Postal 
Department in Bach Arab State") 


[Text] Damaecue--Mahmud Abu-Bakr, chairman of the PLO delegation to the Arab and 
International Postal Unions, has said in an interview with AL-QABAS on the meetings 
of the Postal Studies Advisory Council of the International Postal Union which were 
held in the city of Bern, Switserland, at the end of last October: In view of the 
importance of postal services to modern man, the Arab countries have participated 

in the International Postal Union and have formed their Arab Postal Union organiza~ 
tion. 


In the latest conference of the Postal Studies Advisory Council of the International 
Postal Union which was held in Bern and in which I had the honor of represent ing 
Palestine, the agenda was approved and the annual report on the activities of the 
Postal Studies Advisory Council--both presented to the union's Executive Council-- 
were discussed. Discussed aleo were the means of technical cooperation and the 
proposals made. It was agreed to prepare a multi-lingual dictionary on the inter- 
national postal service. The committees’ reports were then presented and dis- 
cussed in a comprehensive manner, considering that a full day was allocated for each 
committee. A working program for the years 1980-84 was also drawn up. The Pales- 
tinian delegation participated effectively in all the committees. 


In his interview with AL-QABAS, Abu-Bakr Muhammad went on to say: Through the 
bilateral meetings held with the participating delegations, ve had the opportunity 
to bring up the Palestinian issue and to explain ite dimensions and its just 
character. We also had the opportunity to explain the Arab Palestinian people's 
right to repatriation, to self-determination and to setting up their independent 
state on their Liberated national soil under the leadership of the PLO, the sole 
legitimate representative of the Palestinian people. Moreover, we had the oppor- 
tunity to stress that there can be no negotiations and no just solution to the 
Middle East issue unless the Palestinian people are a party to such negotiations 
and solution. 


During the meetings, we demanded that a postal department carrying the name of the 
Palestine Postal Department be set up within the premises of each Arab postal 














establishment, provided that this is done in coordination with the authorities 
eoneerned, We are currently discussing the possibility of opening the firet such 
department in the premises of the Public Postal Establishment in Damascus in 
coordination with the premier's office so that papers and documents may be pre- 
served and may not be exposed to damage and lose until a communications department 
is set up within the PLO, 


We have also proposed that contacts be made with the Gulf States Postal Organisza~ 
tion te accept the PLO as an observer member of this international organisation's 
conference, executive council and advisory council. 


Speaking about the outcome of the lith session of the Arab Postal Union which was 
held in Baghdad last September, the chairman of the PLO delegation to the Arab and 
International Postal Unions said: 





Transferring Headquarters to Dubai 


After the opening meeting which was attended by the Arab ambassadors to Iraq and 
the deputy prime minister, minister of traneport and communications and member of 
the Iraqi Revolution Command Council as representative of the host country, the PLO 
was elected to the membership of the Document Examination Committee. It wae also 
agreed to tranefer the headquarters of the Arab Postal Union from Tunis to Dubai in 
the UAE. It is to be noted here that the union's headquarters had been moved from 
Cairo to Tunie in the wake the Egyptian regime's conclusion of the separate 
peace treaty with the Zionist enemy on 26 March 1979. The headquarters will be set 
up in Dubai now, 


We have demanded resolutely and intransigently that all the Arab states represented 
in the International Postal Union submit a memorandum demanding expulsion of the 
raciat Zionist entity from the International Postal Union. There has been total 
approval of thie demand. It has been agreed that this [submitting of the memoran- 
dum) will be done through coordination between the Arab states and the friendly 
countries in bilateral meetings and by way of exposing the raciem of the Zionist 
entity to the delegations that will take part in the next International Postal 
Union conference so that it may adopt a resolution to expel Israel as it has ex- 
pelled racist South Africa. 


The Arab Postal Union conference also reviewed the possibility of severing postal 
relations with the Egyptian regime. After long debate and comprehensive discus- 
sions, it was agreed to freeze the Egyptian regime's membership in the Arab Postal 
Union, not to permit the Egyptian postal service to benefit from the privileges 
established among the Arab postal organizations and to refer the proposal [to sever 
relations with Egyptian regime) to the Arab League to adopt a resolution on it. 


Mahmud Abu-Bakr also told AL-QABAS: Considering that the Egyptian regime has 
approved a postal stamp called the “peace stamp" and considering that this stamp 
bears Anwar al-Sadat's signature, it was agreed to obliterate this stamp completely 
wherever received and to counter stamp it with a seal obliterating the word “peace” 
with “capitulation.” 














Dur ng the conference, HWusayn al-tamadani, an Iraqi, was elected secretary general 
of the Arab Pesatal Union to replace Dr Anwar Bakir, the former Egyptian secretary 
general, ‘Abdeal-Rahman Zayyush, an Algerian, was elected deputy secretary general 
and Muhammad Kawmun, a Tunisian, was elected as the union's General Secretariat 
adviser, 


Palestine Stamp 


We asked the Arab delegations to include the question of issuing a Palestine stamp 
to commemorate special pan-Arab and national occasions, such as the inception of 
the Palestinian revolution on | January 1965, 4)1-Karamah battle on 2] March 1968, 
the major Palestinian strike which lasted 6 monihe« in 1936 and which te considered 
the longest popular etrike in history, the burning of al-Aqsa Mosque on 11 Auguat 
1968 and other occasions approved by the PLO, provided that the PLO representative 
in any state wishing to issue such stamps be contacted eo that the PLO's opinion 
may be taken on stamp shape, color and occasion in order to realise moral and in- 
formational support for the organization. 


The conference adopted a recommendation on the iseve asking the Arab postal depart~ 
mente to take whatever measures are necessary to issue the desired Palestine stamp. 
The recommendation also asked the Islamic Congress Organization to adopt similar 
measures for the issuance of such a stamp, 


The conference also approved our proposal concerning the Palestinian students who 
will graduate from the Arab Higher Postal Inetitute in June 1981, keeping in mind 
that this issue had not been listed on the conference agenda despite ite importance. 
After the issue was discussed, the Iraqi government expressed ite wish to absorb 
and employ every Palestinian student graduating from the ineti-ute and wishing to 
work for it. The Jordanian government and the Yemen Arab Republic governments also 
expressed similar readiness. However, the Arab Gulf states expressed their readi- 
ness to absorb any Palestinian student graduating from the inuetitute and nominated 
by the PLO--the postal department. We have thus been reassured regarding the 
future of the Palestinian students graduating from the institute and regarding 
their employment after graduation. 


Concluding his interview with AL-QABAS, Mahmud Abu-Bakr said: The PLO delegation 
stressed resolutely the need to omit the word “Ierael" wherever it occurs and to 
replace it by the phrase “the racist Zionist entity,” underlining our refusal to 
recognize the word “Ierael."” Our mere acceptance of the presence of the word 
“Ierael” means tacit recognition of its preseace as a legitimate state. This is 
definitely in conflict with the principles of our Palestinian revolution and with 
the goals of the PLO, the sole legitimate representative of the Arab Palestinian 


people. The conference responded positively to this proposal.

JORDANIAN REPORT CITES LABOR DISCRIMINATION ON WEST BANK

[Article: "Official Jordanian report to the upcoming International Labor 
Conference meeting in Geneva: The Percentage of Workers on the West Bank and 
Ghaza Strip Does Not Exceed 20 Percent of All Able-Bodied Workers") 


{Text }~-Agman. The Jordanian Ministry of Labor completed the drafting of a 
comprehensive report and survey on the effects of Israeli settlements on the 
condition of Arab labor in the occupied territories. This report will be for 
presentation at the upcoming International Labor Conference to be held in Geneva 
in June 1981. A responsible source in the Jordanian Ministry of Labor said that 
thie report can be considered the ministry's part in following the conditions of 
the labor force in the Arab occupied lands, this in accordance with the 
resolution of the International Labor Conference held in Geneva last June which 
condemned the Israeli settlements’ policy, demanded that an immediate check be 
put on any further settlements, and called for the dismantlement of previously 
built settlements. 


The report points out that the enemy authorities in Israel are continuously 
practicing a policy of racial discrimination and segregation against Arab 
workers, and it continued to abuse their freedoms to have trade unions, in spite 
of the resolutions and reports of the International Labor Organization and past 
International Labor Conferences on this subject. 


The report states that the colonization movement is based on the confiscation of 
Arab lands that aims at squeezing out the Arab citizenry with the goal of driving 
them out in order to replace them with new settlers. The enemy continues its 
*xpansionist settlements’ policy by means of confiscation of mre and mre Arab 
iands, building of new settlements on them, the expansion of existing settlements, 
and spraying fields with poisonous materials, and by announcing plans to 
appropriate mre Arab lands. 


The report makes clear that Israel has snatched 11,000 houses of absented owners 
as well as their lands (equivalent to 6 percent of the land of the West Bank and 
Ghaza). 














Furthermore it says that the census estimates of the population of the occupied 
territories up till the end of Auguat 1980 counted 1,258 wtllion inhabitanter= 
800,000 on the Ghaga Strip and some 8,000 on the Golan Weights. Fifty percent of 
the total population ta of working age but the percentage of actual workers te 
only 20 percent, 


Workers are distributed in the following sectors of the economy: 70,443 in 
agriculture, 25,224 in industry, 22,708 in building and construction, 27,740 in 
commerce and tourism, 17,612 in traneportation and communications, anc’ 57,867 
in public services, 


The reports speaks about Israeli practices toward Arab workers and their trade 
unionist rights in as much as the enemy authorities have adopted a repressive 
policy that aims at pressuring the labor unions and harrassing ('\« trade~unionistes 
in these territories--it has already abolished 17 trade union breaches that 
existed in Jerusalem, Likewise the decision of the ruling authorities to absorb 
the Jerusalem Electric Company into the Leraeli Electric Company will necessarily 
lead to the abolition of the electric workers’ union, 


Recently the enemy authorities stepped up harrasement of labor unionists in the 
occupied territories when the number of unionists imprisoned 1), military occupation 
prisons reached 44, All arrested under the pretext that they are involved in 
preforming proscribed political activities and work. Another group of them have 
been driven into exile. 


This report uncovers the aggressive actions that are practiced againat Arab 
workers such as the discrimination policy in business relations, the exploitation 
of workers by means of (employment) agents, the lowered wage levels, despotic 
judgments, and employing minors for up to 12 hours work a day in exchange for 
sparse wages--in spite of laws that prohibit the employment of minors. 


The exploitation and employment of minors has even provoked a widespread outcry 
in the Israeli press iteelf when it became clear that high Israeli officials-- 
Ariel Sharon, minister of Agriculture among them--were exploiting minors who were 
procured for work in factories and fields by means of agents and middlemen who 
worked to entice these minors to leave their schools and to toil forever in the 
ranks of low paid workers. 





The report points out that 20 percent of the Arab workers who work in Israel are 
children who are exposed to the ugliest sort of exploitation and injustice, 


The report goes on: The total area of the lands which the enemy authorities have 
confiscated between 1967 and 1980 has reached nearly 1,675 thousand dunums (this 
amount represents 30 percent of the area of the West Bank). This has been done 
to implement Israel's colonialist plans. 


These authorities have employed the following laws as a means of justifying its 
confiscations of Arab lands and properties: 





The law of absentee owners, martial law and emergency lawe, appropriation of 

lands for the commen good, emergency law for the utilisation of arid lands, and 

the law according to which the minister of Agriculture had the right to confiscate 
lands which were uncultivated “Whenever he was convinced" that their owners did 

not plan to use them for agricultural purposes. In order to implement these 
hostile expansionist aime Ariel Sharon charged the men in his ministry to apray 
fertile Lande and the crops on them with poisons that would ensure that these green 
fields would be transformed into barren arid lands in a short period of time. 


The report explains that the number of leraeli settlements established up till now 
has reached 142: 91 of which are in the West Bank, 26 in the Ghaga Strip, and 25 
on the Golan Heights. In addition to that there are 33 military camps spread over 
the various areas that are concentrated in the Jordan Valley and on the Golan 
Heights. 


The report explains that the leraeli colonization plan aime to establish a ring 
of Jewish cities around Jerusalem with the intention of massing a million Jews 
in settlements in Jerusalem and ite environs. The enemy authorities announced 
recently new settlements’ policy for the Weet Bank and Ghaga up till 1985; a 
plan which shoote for the settlement of 150,000 Jews in these regions. 


The newspaper HA'ARETZ commented about this design saying that to realize this 
number of settlers it would mean thac 12 to 15 new camps would need to be set 
wp each year for the next 5 years. 
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BANKING MEDIATION CENTER ESTABLISHED=-Abu Dhabi, Jan, 3 (WAM): The estabi iohment 
of the centre for @edlation and arbitration between Arab banke wae announced here 
today. The Abu Dhabi~based General Secretariat of the Arab Banke’ Union (ABU) 
today distributed the centre's statute to a1) gonetary, banking and other allied 
inetitulione at Arab and international lewele, Secretary-General of the Arab Bank 
Union Dr. Zubair Al Asha eaid. We said that the statute, which became operational 
today, wae endorsed by gore than 130 joint Arab financial and monetary inetitu= 
tiene and several Arab central banke which deemed it essential in view of the de- 
velopment of Financial and banking inetitutione in the Arab world, The Arabic, 
Paglich and French texte of the centre's statute were distributed today to the 
concerned institutions which have been requested to nominate mediators and arbi- 
tratere to the centre, Dr. Zuhair added, The ABU will collect the required data, 
he said, and publish them in 4 directory and the arbitrators and mediators will 
be provided with special carde. The cases which are to be considered by the cen- 
tre will be published in the centre's economic magazine irrespective of the par- 
ties involved. Being the firet Arab inetitution of ite kind to deal with settie- 
ment of differences between Arab banking and financial inetitutions and between 
joint Arab-foreign inetitutions, the centre will attract Arab expertise, Dr. 
tuhair said. The « ntre's statute includes general rules and three chapters on 
mediation, arbitration as well as fees and charges, he added. The new scientific 
approach represented in the establishment of thie centre was adopted in accordance 
with the directive of Hie Highness President Sheikh Zayed bin Sultan Al Nahyan 
and «th the support of the UAR Central Bank, he said. The ABU will establich 
other institutions in the UAE including 4 training inetitute for bankers, Dr.

The Jordanian ambassador suggested that the proposal be diecussed at the next Arab 
oummit meeting and adopted by the Arabe in stages before it ic extended to other 
islamic nations. Such 4 procedure, the ambassador felt, would guarantee the success 


of the proposal. 


Lebanon's ambassador, Mr Faisal Sultaw, described the proposal ae 4 good, beneficial 
and timely idea. He added that the aost important requirement for success is that 
ail countries inwolwed, without exception, @uet agree to be bound by the proposed 
court's decisions. 


Sudan's ambassador, Mr ‘Ali Ahmad Sahiul, characterized the proposal ae 4 long-sought 
dream which, he hoped, would be realized soon. Based upon Sudan's past experience 
with thie type of court, howewer, the ambassador emphasized that auch preliminary work 
must be done before the proposal is iaplemented. Should 411 countries agree to be 
bound by the court's decision,” the ambassador said, “success would be 
We expressed hie hope that the proposed court would soon become i 
certain that it would be extremely helpful in resolwing inter-lelamic dieputes.

organization came in 1940 and not in Oeteber 1941 in the wake of the arrest of 
tmam al-Banna, Ahmad al-Sukkari and ‘Abd-al-Hakie ‘Abidin during the era of 
fusayn Sirri’s cabinet. At thie time, the special organization was already in 
existence and was carrying owt ite actual duties. In 1940, Hasan al-Banna oum- 
moned brothers Mahmud ‘Abd-al-Halim, Salih ‘Aehmawi, Husayn Kamal-al-Din, Hamid 
Shurayt and ‘Abd=al~‘Agie Ahmad and explained to them the reasons calling for for- 
mtion of the special organization so that the call may confront ite duties versus 
the Britieh in Beypt and the Jews in Palestine. 


Students were the main elements of this organization, in addition to young employ- 
ees and 4 number of skilled workere with Islamic education. This was the first 
generation of the organization which reaffirmed ite raison d'etre and ite goals 
by ite members’ participation in the 1948 Palestine war and by the martyrdom of 
many of those members on Palestine’s soil. 


| am mot citing this information to the doctor out of the woid, not on the basis of 
guesses and conclusions and not because | know the hidden secrets. 


lad the doctor been eager to complete hie historical information from the men who 
lived with the ewents he would hawe, at least, found thie information in their 
books and it would not have been difficult for hie to hear it from thee personally. 
Pages 258-260 of part one~--Vision From Vithin--of the book “The Muslia 











irotherheed=Events That Made History” written by Mahmud ‘Abd-al-Halim, one of 5 
men whe founded the special organisation, would have saved the doctor the trouble 
of looking for the truth ef the spectal organisation's program, the division of 
the organization's members into families, the meaning of the progression of leader~ 
ship among them and the seeret of the organisation members’ participation in the 
eall's general activities, 


| am not asking the doctor te accept the information that thie book contains, | 
am only asking him to read it, If he had done so, the effect would have been clear 
in what he has written, both eritically and in support, 


We disagree with what the doctor has said about financing the special organization, 
whether in terme of the time at which the collection of subseription from the 
organi¢ation members started of in terme of the aid which the organisation received 
from the Brotherhoed's general fund which ranged from 5,000-7,500 pounds monthly 

in the 1940's, according to the doctor's claims, 


We say that the organigation’s financing started in 1940, that ite income came 
from the pockets of ite members only and that it did not start collecting subscrip- 
tions from ite members in 194445, as the doctor claims, Al-Banna believed that 
the mark of seriousness in anybody who offered to sacrifice his life was his 
readiness to sacrifice hie money, This guidance continued to be the basis in 
financing the organization's fund, 


Ae for the exaggeration by which the doctor claims that the general monthly sub- 
scriptions reached 7,500 pounde monthly which made up for the deficit | presumably 
meaning expenses) of the special organisation, this is a statement that we reject 
and deay not because it is tantamount to an accusation against the organization or 
the group but because it is untrue, 


Thie exaggeration, through which the writer seeks to leave the reader with a false 
impression regarding the serious and fearful level reached by the organization, 
reminds us to review 4 emall piece of information which the doctor cited in the 
firet of hie articles in the course of discussing the patriotiem of al-Banna who, 
according to the doctor, got aid from the British to build new of fices--amount ing 
to WO branches in 10 yeare-<-for the Brotherhood, thus (sowing doubts that are 
stronger than certainty!) 


But in hie latest article, the doctor gets use this time the money from our own 
pockets for no reason other than to impress the reader with the serious and fear- 
ful level reached by the number of the organization members and to arouse the 
reader's astonishment and hie fears. Therefore, the doctor has found it appro- 
priate to present the reader with 4 simple, but alarming, mathematical equation: 
50,000 rovers [organization members|X10 piasters per member=5,000 pounds as a

This is 4 large sum sufficient to finance the newly born organization and to enable 
it to purchase bicycles, cars, radio equipment, and perhaps even aircraft. 


We have said that the truth was different because Imam al-Banna taught his 
followers to sacrifice their money willingly and voluntarily to realize the goals 
of which they were convinced and to be true to themselves when the situation re- 
quired them to sacrifice their lives for God. 
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This is how the man taught his followers, 
Contradiction 


Regarding spiritual preparation for the idea of jihad among the special organiza~ 
tion members, the doctor has said that the idea was aimed initially against the 
fritish but wae then gradually transferred toward the interior! 


When the reader reade such statements today and then recalle what he has read in 
the doctor's previous article about the reasons for arming the epecial organisza~ 
tion and about whether such armament was for the purpose of ousting the British or 
of toppling the national government and rulers, the facts get “hazy” in this 
reader's mind, 


In hie previous article, the doctor's clear anewer was that the weapons are amaseed 
for the interior and to strike the rulers and overthrow the regimes. 


In today's article, he reverses the issue adding, however, that the organization's 
ideas shifted from attacking the British to attacking the rulers and not vice 
versa! 


if we follow the doctor's new attempt to prove that the organization's ideas 
shifted from attacking the British to confronting the rulers, we find that he 
tries hard to prove thie with the assassination of Ahmad Mahir in 1945 and of 
al-Naqrashi in 1948 [both Mahir and al-Naqrashi were prime ministers), 


Is Mahmud al-'Ieawi a Muslim Brother? 


In hie attempt to distort the facts in order to prove his theory about the shift 
in the organization's ideas toward confronting the Egyptian rulers, Dr Ramadan 
goes to lamentable extremes. 


While the doctor accepts Jamal Salim's testimony regarding the quality of the 
special organization members after having attacked Salim's justice, as we have 
already pointed out, we find that he refutes the statements made by al-'Isawi in 
the investigation conducted with him to learn whether he wae really affiliated 
with the Muslim Brotherhood group or with the National Party. The doctor attacks 
al-'Ieawi's testimony as he attacks all evidence indicating his affiliation with 
the National Party. If al-'Isawi says before the prosecution without any hesita-

More- 
over, the doctor fails to mention to us the evidence that convinced Sayyid Sabiq 
that Mahmud al-"Isawi was of the core of the Brotherhood, that is if the story 
which the doctor tells us, quoting so and so who quoted so and so who quoted 
Sayyid Sabiq, is true. 





Though it te proven by the facts that Mahmud al-'Isawl was spending his training 
time as a trainee at the law office of ‘Abdeal-Rahman aleRafi'i, one of the 
National Party's prominent members, thie to the dector is ne more than a super= 
ficial piece of evidence serving a purpose which the Brotherhood had been planning, 
it seeme that the dector is trying to persuade the reader that the Muslim Brother- 
hood had been aware in advance of Dr Ahmad Mahir's plan to declare war against the 
Axis and thus decided to kill him and planted Mahmud al~'Isawi in ‘Abd-al-Rahman 
aleRafi'i's office to keep iteelf clear of suspicions! 


When ‘Abd-al-Rahman al-Rafi'i ie asking about Mahmud al-'Isawi and when he anewers 
that al='leawi is a poor youth who ie not successful in his law practice, even 
though he holds a diploma in private law, another in public law and is preparing 
hie thesis for the doctorate in law, Dr Ramadan says temediately “thie is the real 
proof of Mahmud al~'Isawi's affiliation with the Muslim Brotherhood group,” 
according to his latest article! 


The reader wonders, with perplexity, about the Link between the assasein's genius 
and hie affiliation with the Muslim Brotherhood special organization! Does the 
presence of this type of members in the special organization confirm what the 
doctor had previously said about the quality of such membership when he claimed 
that it was comprised of plumbers, junk dealers and similar types’ 


Perplexity 


If the reader gets the idea that the National Party, like al-'Ieawi, rejected the 
principle of declaring the war against the Axis, as evidenced by Hafiz Ramadan's 
resignation from Ahmad Mahir's cabinet when it was decided to declare the war, Dr 
Ramadan also resorts to twisting these facts by saying that Ramadan withdrew his 
resignation after Ahmad Mahir's assassination and stated in the prosecution's 
investigations that his resignation had not come as a result of any feare that 
Egypt would be harmed because of declaring the war but as a result of personal 
reasons! 


What is the truth of these personal reasons in such a public issue?

if we move to the other aspect of hie conelusion that the special organization 
sought (© assassinate the rulers=-a conclusion which he makes from reviewing the 
atory of ‘Abdeal-Majid Almad Hasan, al-Naqrashi's assassin=--we find that which is 
astoniahing. 


Whatever ‘Abde=al-Majid Ahmad Hasan says about the Muslim Brotherhood is, to the 
docter, an accepted fact regardless of what contradiction appears in it! 


When arrested, ‘Abd=al-Majid Hasan denied that anybody had urged him to assassinate 
al-Naqrashi and stated clearly that he killed him, after the dissolution of the 
[Muslim Brotherhood) group, out of personal conviction because of al-Naqrashi's 
betrayal o the Palestinian cause and of hie persistent efforts to have the truce 
approved, 


Long after the etart of the falee investigations for which that era's rulers were 
well known and which were condemned and declared null and void by the court which 
tried al-Jayb case, we find another confession by ‘Abd-al-Majid Ahmad Hasan in the 
form of a message addressed to the public prosecutor saying that ‘Abd-al-Majid was 
astonished by Hasan al-Banna's statement denying hie knowledge of the crime and 
disavowing it and its perpetrator, citing Hadithe and Koran phrases in thie regard, 
that he aleo Learned that the Council of Prominent ‘Ulema issued a statement on 

the incident which he read and that he decided after all thie to declare to all the 
epecial organization members that they have 411, and not he alone, been misled. 


Even thie confession is not fit for a proof contradicting Hasan al-Banna's [sic] 
assertation in his confession that he had urged hie [presumably ‘Abd-al-Majid] 

tO assassinate al-Naqrashi, even t it wae proven “beyond any doubt" that acte 
vere committed without Hasan al-Banna's orders and without his knowledge, such as 
the assassination of al-Khazandar and the destruction of the investigation papers 
in Bab al-Khalq Court. ‘Abd-al-Majid Ahmad Hasan's statement that they “have been 
misled”--in the passive voice--does not mean that the grand master was behind the 
unknown at a time when the links between al-Banna and the special organization had 
been severed as a result of dissolving the Brotherhood group.

brotherhood=--Al-Wafd==-Ahmad Mahir 


| will diseuse in this quick review what Dr Ramadan has said regarding al-Wafd's 
truce with the Brotherhood to ask: Did this truce change anything in the 
Brotherhood's positions and relations with the other parties? 


Dr Ramadan cites a part of the information concerning al-Wafd's truce with the 
Muslim Brotherhood, saying that “in January 1943, a number of ministers, led by 
Pu'ad Siraj-al-Din, ‘Abd-al-Hamid ‘Abd-al-Haqq, Mahmud Sulayman Ghannam, Ahmad 
Hamezah and Dr Muhammad Salah-al-Din, visited the Brotherhood's headquarters and 
delivered good words, declaring their support for the Brotherhood's idea," 


Il will add to this piece of information another piece of information regarding what 
al-Banna declared to thie delegation in part of hie speech on che occasion of the 
visit. Al-=Banna said: 


Firet, thie call has never been an inetrument in the hande of any organization or 
party. 


Second, one of the characteristics of this call since its inception--and 15 years 
have passed on its existence during which it has lived with various organizations 
and governmente--is that it has never slipped into the political pitfalls, has 
never taken any partisan colors, has never been involved in personal gains, has 
never submitted to the domination of prominent men, sultans or notables and has 
never worked a single hour for the benefit of a person, organization, party or 
state...etc. 


This is how the Brotherhood responded to al-Wafd's truce to which Dr. Ramadan re- 
fere in his latest article and on which he has based his claim that the Brother- 
hood's political positions were tantamount to reactions to the position of the 
palace and the Sa'dists [reference to Sa'd Zaghlul)] who never forgave the 
Brotherhood for its truce with al-Wafd. Thus, Ahmad Mahir caused al-Banna and five 
of his colleagues to fail in the elections which he held when he assumed his 
premiership. This was the firet challenge against the Brotherhood. The Brother- 
hood confronted this challenge by deciaring its opposition to Ahmad Mahir's 
decision to declare the war against the Axis and by writing him to advise him to 
change his position. I believe that the doctor's depiction of the Brotherhood's 
political positions as being no more than reactions to the challenges of the other 
parties is a depiction that lacks fairness. 


Al-Wafd, the National Party and the Brotherhood denounced Ahmad Mahir's declaration 
of the war against the Axis. Nobody has said that this was a reaction to the 
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Sa'diet Party's challenge se why does the doctor depict the Brotherhood's position 
as being a reaction to Ahmad Mahir's challenge and to his causing al-Banna and 
his colleague candidates to fail in the elections’ 


Truth of Paseiat Tide 


Under the title of “Toward A Tumultuous Sea," the doctor describes at the end of 
hie article what he claims to be the domination of the fascist tide, one of whose 
tributaries in the 1930's wae the Brotherhood! 


The doctor saya that he attributes “thie tide to the desolation of the communist 
action arena under the impact of the elements of betrayal and of the police's 
pursuit of the communiet activities..." 


The doctor goes on to say: “But the war conditions prepared the opportunity for 
4 sweeping communist movement characterized by the dominance of the national 
element in the wake of the exclusion of the foreign elements by the war circum- 
stances, This movement represented to the Brotherhood what the camp of atheitom 
and libertiniem represented at the time when the Brotherhood was founded." 


In the face of hie talk about thie fascist tide, one of whose tributaries wae the 
Brotherhood, as the doctor says, I cannot but reassert my previous description of 
the doctor's intellectual affiliations and their inclination toward Marxiem in the 
loose gown of al-Wafd, 


He believes that the failure of the communist tide in the 1930's was due to the 
betrayal of the communist members and to the police's pursuit of the communist 
movement. The word “betrayal” used here foretells you of the doctor's views of 
the communist movement which was implanted and entrenched by the agent Henry 
Coryell, the Egyptian communist millionaire, and whose fruits started to appear in 
the 1940's. The doctor believes that the obstacles facing this movement were not 
due to the nature of the Egyptian people's psychological and intellectual rejec- 
tion of the movement but due to the t crayal of the national agents, such as Henry 
Coryell and others, and that the Brotherhood's fight against communism in Egypt 
does not merit from him more than the description of “fascist resistance." 


Dr Ramadan never stops reassuring the reader that this “bloody” communist movement 
in the 1940's turned into a pure national movement dominated by the national 
element after exclusion of the "foreign" elements by the war circumstances. 


We, in our turn, wonder what the doctor means by the exclusion of the "foreign 
elements” as a result of the war circumstances’? Does this mean that this movement 
is no longer affiliated with the Marxist concept’? It behooves me to anewer here 
with paragraphs from the message sent by Hasan al-Banna to al-Nahhas Pasha in 
explanation of this matter: 


"In recent days, al-Wafd's ranks have been infiltrated by factions and groups with 
dangerous ideas and destructive principles who abide by no creed other than 
communism and believe in no leadership and guidance than that of Moscow. They have 
found in al-Wafd, which lacks new blood and new course, the best curtain behind 
which to operate and to perform whatever farces they want. A close look from your 
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excelleney at the editors of SAWT AL-UMMAH [Veice of the Nation], in RABITAT 
AL@SHABAH [Youth League] and AL»TALI'AH AL@WAPDIYAH [The Wafdiet Vanguard], at the 
editorial staffs of AL-HAWADITH [The Events] and AL-JAMAHIR [The Masses] and a 

the representatives of the Wafdist students in schools and inatitutes will reveal 
to you that all of these have nothing of al-Wafd other than ite name, I find it 
hard to believe that the patriotiem of al-Wafd men allows them to be the protectors 
of this grave evil and the immediate middlemen in transporting these destructive 
crimes to the minds of this nation's innocent youths and in poisoning their 

minds with such ideas to the point where voices have risen in some schools to 

shout ‘communiem is above Islam, '" 


Can the "Muslim" doctor be considered fair when he ceneures the Muslim Brotherhood 
for confronting this “growing” movement, as he has called it, which did actually 
represent to the Brotherhood the camp of atheism and libertiniem, and when he 
doean't even hesitate to deseribe the brotherhood as “one of the tributaries of 
the faseiat tide” in this era of history? 


Finally, I will conelude these words by saying that on the numerous occasions and 
even in all the times during which some people thought that the Brotherhood's 
relations with "certain circles" represented at times the most tranquil hours of 
closeness and at others the harshest bitterness of separation, history has 
recorded in the grand master's letters to the palace and to all the political 
parties something that constantly reaffirms thie fact which is worth consideration, 
namely that the Muslim Brotherhood received the friendship of the covetous and the 
enmity of those who hate the inteliigence of the faithful and the grace of the 
intelligent and that the Brotherhood avoided the thorns of both proximity and 

of remoteness until it achieved for this procession, under all circumstances, the 
purity and sincerity of direction and the honor of belonging to God, realizing 
that whatever defamation it or its leaders are exposed to is something small for 
the sake of God,

FAILURE OF ISLAMIC RELIGIOUS SCHOLARS TO LEAD CRITICIZED

Positions?" 


[Text] The deterioration of spiritual and intellectual life in the Moslem world 
threatens the existence of the Islamic way of life. The Islamic nation is in a 

atate of decline, The primary responsibility for thie degeneration reste on the 
shoulders of religious scholars and political leaders. The religious scholars, whose 
duty is to explain the tenets of religion, teach love and unity, and remind the rulers 
of their obligation to work cooperatively and seek counsel, have, unfortunately, 
neglected their mission. They have failed to proclaim the inepired word of God, who 
reminds us in the Soran "Those who fail to proclaim the truths which God has revealed 
in the holy book shall be cursed by God and man." 


The rulers, on the other hand, finding no guides to show them how to rule on the 

basis of God's teaching, have followed their own inclinations. The result of all 

thie is the tragic mese the Moslem world finds itself in today. The religious scholars, 
who were meant to lead the way of the ruiers, have been satisfied to follow the lead 

of their not so duty-minded political leaders. 


The height of the tragedy is that the Moslem world finds itself dependent on its enemy 
even for weapons. When these weapons become outmoded or require repair, the Moslems 
have no choice but to beg their enemies for spare parts and replacements--helplessness, 
the supplying nations dictate the terms of the transaction, often impairing the Moslems’ 
ability to defend their borders and people. 


A second reason for the decline of the Moslem world is nelgect of religious education. 
Islamic governments are neglecting their duty teach the youth their obligations to 
self and family, parents and country, their fellowmen and God. The governments neither 
instill virtue nor foster manly behavior or a willingness to serve God. 


It is imperative, therefore, that spiritual leaders and rulers wake up to their 
obligations in this neglected area. He who knows the Islamic religion will of necessity 
become partial to it and strive to live up to it. But we do not understand the true 
meaning of Islam or the obligations incumbent on us by that faith. Consider Israel, 

for example. It was based on religion. Its very name has a religious character. 

The founders of that state have selected the name “Israel” carefully. It is as though 
they had deliberately chosen that name to safeguard it against defamation; for we, as 
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Moslems, haner the prophet levee) ae well ae the prophet Jacob, The secret of success 
of our enemy ie that tt relies on religion and on the Terah, fwen ite claim te our 
jand i6 beeed of feligion, lereel hae gene even one step further: it has emblasoned 
ite flag with the star ef David, We must learn the value of faithfulness to one's 
rellgion (fem eur enemy, We, the adherents of the true religion, have even « greater 
feasen te adhere te our faith than the Jews have to their faise one, [Thies is not the 
ofthedes Moslem view of Judelem, whieh, together with Christianity, are revered in 
the borer. | The feeder te encouraged to read tmam Muhammed ‘Abdul's epletic on 
“Heligiows Partisaaship,” whieh appears in Volume Ill of hie biegraphy by Keshid Bide, 


A third reason fer the decline of Moslem society te the separation of church and state, 

of, mere precieely, the gradual acceptance of the thesie that religion te dietinet 

from politics, While thie may be acceptable under the Christian religion=-the Pwangeliet ¢ 
Matthew, for example, exhorts the Christiane te “Render to Caesar what ie Caesar's 

and te Ged what ie Ged's"m=-it te set the ease with Islam, The islamic religion te 

eternal and universe! and accounte fer all of man's apiritual and tempore! neede, 

including the political, judicial and doctrinal ones, Ged instructs use in the Soren 

that “They shall net be called beliewere watil they have accepted you (Muhammad) ae 

the arbiter of their disputes and have submitted completely to your judgements. ” 


Ome of the reactionary setbacks we have inherited from the past century ie that we 
have settled for the absence of the caliphate (the first form of Islamic government 
after the death of Muhammad) from our syetem of government. Other setbacks include 
the neglect of religion and aequiesecence te the dominance of Western culture, 


A second feature of sadern society=-again, a throwback to the past century=-ie fear 

of our rulers, tt is ay belief that ao true believer ought ewer to fear anyone, 
including rulers, Our religious leaders cannot afford to remain so weak and submissive, 
negiectful of their duty te teach good and condemn evil. The Prophet Muhammad once 
characterized those who fail to condemn evil openly ae having the weakest faith. What 
can we expect of owt lay people if their spiritual leaders have succumbed to thie 
extent’ Should our spiritual leaders unite in proclaiming the truth and carry out 
their @iesions our leaders will listen to them. Our religious leaders gust even be 
prepared to suffer hare in the service of God. They will be rewarded in the next 

life. They quest walk in the footetepse of our great prophet, who suffered 41) manner 

of adversity in proclaiming God's message. Wo ruler will be able to hare them if 

they are true to God and their religion. Unfortunately, however, our religious leaders 
have opted for 4 life of ease and neglected their God-given obligations to refors 
society. We remind them of what one poet said 4 long time ago:

[Text) History will record | September 1980, Thies year witnessed 4 new month 
known a6 “the Haram” (the month of banning slaughter of animals). A bold decision 
wae made by President Sadat to ban gest for an entire gonth ae 4 blew to greed and 
to put an end to the corruption of @eat serchante and butchers who inflicted great 
suffering upon consumers in the last year. “The recording process ie over and the 
investigation has begun.” If the consumer would willingly accept the decision, 
hoping to be rid of that greed, he would remain alert and await the outeome of this 
monthly trial period. The consumer ie well aware of a historical facet; i.e. 4 
deep gap exists between the demand for rationed goods and the amount of the goods 
which are made available. This ie 4 direct result of the inability of domestic 
production to meet the increasing consumption needs presented by the increase in 
population. This situation forces the state to import these goods in order to 
maintain control ower prices. There are those who viewed this gonth as an oppor 
tunity to redefine and hopefully reach 4 stable policy for the food goods.

in spite of this, the government declared 4 state of emergency at the end of the 
trial period meet the situation by imereasing the rate of imports which is the 
subject of thie reportage.

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The Support On Condit ton 


These te whem the decision will apply, the butehers, surprisingly declared their 
support of the president's decision te ban slaughter in order to curtail the rising 
meat prices, and suppert the new government tendency te “price meat.” They met 

in the chamber of commerce, and stated that compulsory pricing was established once 
before and subsequentiy abolished, Then an taformal pricing control was also in- 
Stigated and later cancelled, Therefore, it is necessary te be fair before 4 new 
decision is tesued so that we can avoid the cancellation of the pricing system for 
a third time, They todicated that the butehers represent the fifth circle in the 
chain of @eat distribution, The pricing should be applied to everyone, starting 
with the wholesaler in the slaughter houses, The state should maintain control and 
assign weekly quotas to the retailers to be delivered to them by seans of coupons, 
The supervision of the meat trade should be unified wader the responsibility of 
one @inistry tnetead of the present three @inistries: Agriculture, Wealth, and 


Supply. 
Out of Control 


The compulsory pricing of meat is 4 vital and immediate requirement and the 
scientific evaluation of the pricing idea provides the anewer to the basic question: 
will the pricing lead to the control of prices and guarantee that prices will not 
rise again’ Dr Maurice Makram Allah, 4 professor at the National Institute for 
planning says that the prices cannet be considered appropriate for more than a 
limited period of time. The rule is to aaintain the prices for supply an4 demand 
and formulate policies to increase the production of seat and ite substitutes. 


The Case 


The papere of the case remain scattered, and ite essence as confirmed by the 
studies of ovr nutritional needs is: the existence of a gap between the rate of 
the growth of demand on food and the rate of the growth of domestic production. 
The result is an imbalance between supply and demand. figypt has dealt with that 
imbalance since the 1950's by importing seat, poultry, and eggs, according to Dr 
Zaki Shabana. The increase of the imports led to tne rise of prices. This is 
apparent from the standard figures of consumers prices. The meat prices increased 
during the period from June 1967 to July 1980 at 4 rate of 484.1 percent, poultry 
at 4 rate of 499.8 percent, fish at a rate of 397.9 percent, and eggs at 4 rate of 
619.6 percent. 


in 1978, our @eat production did not exceed 370,000 tons a year while our con- 
sumption did not fall below 191,400 tons 4 year. The shortage had been suppile- 
mented by imports. This wae reflected in the increase of the cash budget allocated 
for importing @eat and other food goods. The statistics of the Supply Goods Organ- 
ization indicate that in 1976 the state paid approximately 11,305,000 Egyptian 
pounds for importing 35,000 tons at a cost of 71,553,000 Egyptian pounds in 1979. 
in regard to powltry, in 1976 the state epent 67,000 Egyptian pounds to import 1500 
tons. It inereased to 970,000 Egyptian pounds to import 10,000 tons in 1979, 
2,641,000 Egyptian pounds were allocated to import 3,000 tons of fish in 1976. 
This had increased to 6, 300,000 Egyptian pounds to import 25,000 tons in 1979. 





The Burden 


The policy of tetal dependence on imported meat to compensate for the shortages 
should be considered 4 burden on the balance of trade, in the view of Dr Markram 
Allah, tt is @ waste of monetary resources, It is preferable to set up a policy 
aimed at developing animal resources of Egypt. 


hefore dealing with the proposals for the future, the papers of the trial case 
indicate that the polletes which appear on the surface call for importing foreign 
animal breeds such as Frisian calves from Hungary and France, and cows from Germany 
to help selve the meat crisis, The plan also aimed at importing quantities of 
forage. There are those who believe that it is impossible to depend completely 
upon 4 polley of importing these products. Dependence on domestic products should 
be stressed and a search be made for domestic alternatives to reduce thie shortage 
in the balance of trade, 


Talking about the plans, Der Maurice Makram Allah said, “A plan should be establish- 
ed for both 4 short-range and 4 long-ters period.” In hie view, the emphasi«e for 
the short-range plan gust be placed on substitutes such as poultry and fish, and 
the encouragement of the epread of poultry farms. The mid-range policy is repre- 
sented by the treatment of sterilisation and animal disease which should be consider~ 
ed 4 major cause of the deterioration of animal resources. Sterlisation reached W 
percent, according to the latest statietice of the Veterinary Administration. In 
regard to the long-range policy, Egyptian breeds should be improved. There is no 
need to depend on imported breeds which have failed to thrive. It has been proven 
that foreign breeds cannot adapt to the climate in Egypt. Also, attention should 
be given to the fattening of animale and the provision of forage. In the beginning, 
it could be supplemented by importation in order to compensate for the shortage. 
Later on, dependence upon domestic manufacturing gust be stressed. 


The Porage 


There are several iseves connected with the topic of making meat available. The 
most important of which is the question: Is it possible to rely on importing 
various types of animale or is this policy not suitable? In regard to forage: 
statistically, Beypt's production of forage is 1.5 eillion tons a year which is 
not sufficient to support ite animal resources. The animal resources in Egypt are 
4 @illion animale, of which there are 2,119,000 cows and 1,250,000 buffaloes. The 
shortage of forage is estimated to be 3,000,000 tons 4 year. 


Those who are pro-importing use the argument “why not import animal forage as we 
import food since our production in both areas is not sufficient.” But those who 
are against importing say that domestic capabilities could meet our needs for 


forage. They suggest the following: 
. Increasing the acre productivity of Egyptian clover and producing improved seeds. 


. Allocating certain areas of the land weed for summer crops to be planted for 
forage. 


. Assigning areas of the land around Nasser's Lake and in Sinai for planting 
forage crops in complete agricultural rotation. 





., Making fresh forage available throughout the winter by dehydrating Egyptian 
clover, and establishing new plants for forage as well as supporting the present 
ones, 


The conception of the meat crisis in Egypt is a diversified one in view of thie 
reportage, the committee chaired by Dr Pu'ad Muhyi al-Din Deputy Prime Minister is 
required to submit a clear concept of the food security policy in Egypt and the 
policies dependent upon the capabilities of Egypt.

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TUDEH PARTY SUPPORTS KHOMBYNI ‘TO SMASH NEW U.S, PLOT’

(Text) American imperialism has woven the net of a seventh plot around the 
Iranian revolution. The direct aim of the new plot is the high office of the 
leader of the revolution and the founder of the Islamic Republic, Imam Khomeyni

(text) Brother Mohsen Reza'i, member of the Command Council 
of the Guard Corps of the Islamic Revolution, was 4 member of 
the group of Iranian officials who toured the Arab countries, 
Our interview with him on this appears below, 


Question: In es: ence, what was the aim of this trip? 


Answer: In the name of God, the Merciful, the Compassionate, The Imam has stated 
many times that our real enemy is America, The Imam's intent is that America is 
the real enemy of the "Islamic nation,” In his talks he has often made reference 
to the formation of such a nation and the deliverance of all Moslems. The govern- 
ment of the Islamic Republic also takes a “world-wide view" of this issue. During 
this trip it was kept in mind that the area of the Islamic nation should be kept 
"free." On this basis a decision was made that we would go to the countries which, 
because of their circumstances, have principles in common with us, and to accom- 
plish several things in this way. The first of these was to be active in spreading 
the Islamic Revolution. Secondly, we wanted to bring our struggle into harmony 
with theirs, and thirdly, to solve this minor problem we now have with Iraq, 
through mutual assistance, Of course, in this creation of a harmonious atmosphere, 
we did not wish to obtain power from them, for we ourselves, as we said to them, 
can easily pursue this matter from the standpoint of manpower. The main point of 
the matter was to explain our position in this war and to clarify and explain our 
own activities and the crimes of the Ba'th regime, 


Question: Can you explain why a representative of the Guard Corps of the Islamic 
Revolution participated in this trip? 


Answer: Certainly. Since one aspect of our problems in spreading the Islamic 
Revolution is the relationship between revolution and the matter of war, the Guard 
Corps of the Islamic Revolution, being itself one of the revolutionary organs, is 
the guardian of the revolution, and also according to the constitution is the 
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guardian of the revolution, saw itself as duty bound to participate in this group, 
in order to play ite own part there in the export of the revolution, in the 
exchange of ideas, and in the explanation of various pointe and of our situation 
in thie war that has been imposed on us, 


Question: To what countries did your group travel, and how were you received by 
their officiale and what was their position? 


Answer; We began with Algeria, Then we wont to Libya, Syria, and Lebanon, then 
we came back to Iran, Our reception and their positions were unpredictable for 
us. In our own minds here we had thought, fine, the lelamic Revolution has had 
some effect, but when we went to those places, we understood that this matter is 
quite profound, These governments received and welcomed us quite warmly. The 
people in those areas received me and all the group particularly well, One thing 
they said regularly was "Why did you wait so long to come? We have wanted you 
brothers to come since the beginning of the revolution so we could be together," 
Indications like this illustrate their intense yearning for this sort of contact, 
All the people are looking to this revolution with great expectations, and even 
wien they heard that a representative of the Guard Corps had come they put forth 
an enthusiastic welcome, They held a 1 and 1/2 hour radio and television inter- 
view for us in Libya in which we discussed the circumstances of our revolution and 
the various ongoing events, They expressed a great longing for the Guard Corps, 
which is the guardian of the Islamic Revolution, They confirmed even more strongly 
our belief that we must strengthen ourselves, 





Question: What were their views on the war being imposed on the Islamic Republic 
by the Ba'th regime? 


Answer: They asked questions about the war, and we aleo had things to say to them 
on the subject. They were all actively opposed to this war, They blamed it on the 
Americans, Even Algeria, which did not state its position, saw the war as an 
American creation, condemned it, and was of the opinion that this situation was 
created for the purpose of destroying the forces of Islam, Furthermore, they con- 
demmed Saddam, In Algeria itse)f, which was the arbitrator of that 1975 treaty, 
the "Political Office," which is the most powerful political center there, strongly 
condemned intervention in its position statement and said that it would take 
stronger stands in the future, Of course, some of the Algerian brothers raised 
the issue of a cease fire--which it seems they also mentioned in their statement-- 
we objected, however, and said that Saddam himself wants a cease fire, that a 
cease fire while they are on our soil and have killed our brothers and sisters is 
unthinkable, that Saddam's regime has done treasonous things to the Lraqi nation 
itself and that these things should be made clear, 


Question: What were their views on the Iranian Islamic Revolution? 


Answer: Their views on these matters were very good, In many instances their 
characterizations of the Islamic Revolution were of a higher analytical quality 
than what we could have produced ourselves, For example, they said: The islamic 
Revolution is a new movement which will shape the 2lst century, and which will 
save the dispossessed people, who are disillusioned with existing philosophies and 
are seeking a way to salvation from this irresponsibility. 
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These people had a very deep yearning for the laam himself, Prom their highest 
officials to the ordinary people, they showed great interest in the matter of 

the "Imam" and the "lmam's line," and the fact that Islam is being presented in 

4 wonderful and revolutionary way, They were of the belief that God played a 

basic role in this matter and that the Imam is not a simple, ordinary personality, 
They told us there that we must protect the Islamic Revolution and so on... In 

this regard they told us about their experiences with rival and counterrevolutionary 
groups and with the Bast and West, 


Question; What awareness was there in the countries you visited of the Guard Corps 
of the Islamic Revolution? 


Anawer; They definitely knew the Guard, ae an orthodox army, as 4 Liberation aray, 
and an army that the Imam founded, They knew nothing, however, of the Guard's 
size, number of personnel, ite reason for appearing, and ite aims and philosophy. 
Neither did they know the relationship between the Guard Corps of the Islamic 
Revolution and the army, They thought the Guard was established in order to 
gradually displace the army! We explained this to them and told them the Guard's 
position, When we told them how the Guard was formed, they said with surprise that 
that was one of the special characteristics of the Lranian Revolution and that this 
revolution ough to have an orthodox army, When they saw that revolutionary organs 
were 4 part of iis group, they put on a great welcome and even made optimistic 
predictions, t on on their military bases, where we went and talked \..0 soldiers 
and even their sinisters of defense, they expressed very optimistic visions and 
hopes with respect to the Guard, 


Question: Explain about your trip to Lebanon, Can the government of Lebanon be 
stable politically under current conditions? 


Answer: in Lebanon all groups and political factions are active, and on the other 
hand Lebanon is very near to Israel, and the principal anti-Israeli groups are 
there, Since the Islamic revolution of Iran also wants to be active against the 
Israeli usurpers, we decided to go there and talk about two of our own chief 
interests, meaning the export of the revolution and the matter of this unwanted 
war. This went very well and we were able to talk about our concerns. All the 
groups, even those who were Christians instead of Moslems, came and gave their own 
views on the Islamic Revolution and their readiness to cooperate, We also gave 
our positions on the war, minorities, Jesus Chrust, and other things, They were 
very happy and they were pleased that these views were heard in the language of 
the official personalities. We had intended to go to Southern Lebanon and to see 
the forces located there, We could not do so because of our schedule in Syria, 
but we talked to all the groups there, whether Shi'ite, Sunni, or Christian. 

There were even people who were not religious at all, but we talked to them too, 
because they supported the Islamic Revolution, 


Question: Explain the results of these talks and visits, and specify the pivotal 
issues of the talks, 








Anewet| We believed that the lelamic Hevelution, heaving the benefit of guidance

Question; What organe and individuals were on thie trip, and what roles did they 
piay’ 


Anewer!| Organs from the government, the arwy, and the Guard participated, The 
foreign Ministry, fradie and television, the presse, the army, and the Guard all had 
representatives, and each one had ite own special responsibility. 


fot example, the radio, television and press representatives spoke with their 
counterparts in those countries concerning harmony in fadio, television, and the 
press, The officials of the Poreign Ministry aleo did thie, We ourselves (the 
Guard) and the army also, being involved in the country's military affaires and 
obliged to play — part in creating the basic anti-lerael and anti~imperialist 
resistance, talked with their @ilitary officiale about ailitary eooperation. They 
told ws @any things and even wanted to place forces at our disposal, Which we did 
not want, We told them we had enough forces ourselves to continue our struggle 
against the American Saddam, 


Question: How effective do you think thie trip was in activating the Islamic 
Republic's foreign policy? 


Anewert: We deliberately laid some tangible groundwork which, God willing, will be

want te pursue their own liberty with greater unity, Of course many reports have 
been issued and they have wanted to print 4 let of posters, it must be said, 
however, that our trip te these countries does not mean that we are now adopting 
a prowfast policy, On the contrary we have concluded that our own principles were 
reinforced, Thoee cowntries that clai@ to have prowfast tendencies have accepted 
ovr principles, Allee, if these countries see that 4 strong and new revolutionary 
foree has joined their side, they will rely mere on their own theological and 


conceptual independence, 


Question: Thies trip hae been 4 complete success, it has been observed, however, 
that within the country there have been varying reactions, What is your view of 
thie? 


Anewer: Thie ‘rip had several characteristics, One was that the trip definitely 
put the forces of the tmam's line out in front, Another of the journey's aims was 
te present the “islamic Revolution” and the"imam’s line” to the countries of the 
world and especially those Who support the Lelamic Revolution, and we have had 
very positive results, 


These positive results have absolutely isolated all the people who were opposed 

to the lmwe's line. They have been alarmed by the expansion of thie line in the 
revolution, All of them, from the mtionalists to the opposition groups with 
hybrid ideologies, the troublemakers, and the left have been discomfited by this 
trip of ours, They did mot even predict or imagine the results obtained, and when 
they saw that they had been isolated, they came out with erroneous poritions--even 
officially--and either started a lot of rumours and/or some of the groups kept 
their reactions to themselves and said yes! it was nothing.

[Text] Informed sources in Washington confirmed to AL-QABAS that Sino=leraeli 
relations were continuously developing. These sources give the following pieces 
of evidence to support thie: 


1) Thie past 9 December there was an academic symposium held at the settlement 
Kiryat Anania in lerael. Participating in this meeting wae an expert who is a4 
high official in the Ieraeli Ministry of Energy named Fli Zadhar. We spoke at 
thie symposium on possible relations between Israel and China in the area of 
importing Chinese coal in return for leraeli phosphates, potassium, and bromine. 


Even though lerael makes its contacts with China behind the curtain of utmpet 
secrecy, from time to time it lets out ineinuations of these relations. But 

Western observers are watching the development of these relations with great 

concern, particularly the Soviet Union because of ite etrained relations with 
China. 


2) This past 16 November the Soviet news agency TASS announced that China had 
purchased heavy military hardware from Ierael including the Kfir jet fighters and 
tanks and missiles. TASS said that Ierael sold China 25 jets and several 

hundred leraeli tanke of the "Werkava” clases. 


3) Last July the Soviet magazine THE RED ARMY published detaile of the developing 
relations between China and Israel. 


The Soviet news corroborated American sources which say that American circles are 
inquiring about the secret visite made by high Ileraeli officials to China. These 
sources according to the reporte they transmitted said that the director general 
of the (leraeli) Treasury and the director general of the Ministry of Defense 
undertook a visit to China, also in July. Moshe Dayan aleo made 4 number of 
trips to China during which he wet with Chinese officials. 


These American circles say that these visits were not holiday trips made for his 
health. 


4) In the middle of last week Dr Sam Oakland, 4 professor known for hie reliable 
contacts with American agencies that are informed of the situation, arrived in 








isfael on hie Way beck from a trip te China, itm @ Statement he made te 4 
correspondent of the leracii broadcasting company he said that he felt from hie 
contacts and conversations with Chinese authorities that they are ready te 
initiate strong ties with lerael, particularly for the exchanges of technicians, 
Oakland added: “That would prepare the way for lterael's recognition of Chine 
whenever the appropriate political climate arrives,”

[Text}) RAKAN hae decided to fight te the bitter end those Arab nationalist circles 
whe were ite allies yesterday. fverything ie proper in ite eyes. It takes the 
measures in order not to leave them room for maneuver. In RARAH's war 4 threat of 
arrogance is not @iesing, a failure to observe ainimal playing rules, virtually on 
the border of character assaseination, 


it ie attempting to outflank them on the left and on the right and it stains thes 
with pejoratives such a6 “satellites” or “chauviniet extremists.” This is appar- 
ently 4 new strategy which RAKAN decided to exploit in order to annihilate its 
antagonists before they organize and stand on their feet. 


ven Knesset Member Taufik Ziad, considered the leader of the left militant branch 
of RAKAH, has been harnessed to thie campaign. At the last seeting of the national 
committee of heade of local Arab councile, which took place in Nazareth, ire of MK 
Ziad was vented upon the national circles and he characterized them as irresponsible, 
illogical and extremist circles. 


Similar remarks, and even sharper, were expressed by the poet Sallam Jubran, 
secretary of RAKAH in Nagareth, in 4 symposium which was held 4 month ago, partici- 
pated in by the delegates of the Academicians’ Union in Nagereth and the delegates 
of RAKAH. Jubran argued that RARAH, ae far back as 1965, attempted to energize and 
activate 4 qumber of aational personalities who were sitting passively on the side- 
lines, but to no avail. Jubran aleo rejected the contention that the Democratic 
Front wae established between RAKAH and isolates, as delegates of the academicians 
were alleging. According to Jubran’'s argument, the Front is 4 partnership between 
public currents and opposing stands. The Front unifies within it the position of 
the workers, the intellectuals, the businesemen and the students. It is not 4 front 
of leaders, but rather 4 front of an entire nation. Thus has it been, and thus it 
remains. 


Why Does the Black Work?’ 


The spokesman faults 4 qumber of the nationalist personalities who have removed 
themselves by the elections to the Sagarety aunicipality from the overall frame- 
work, while they operate on selfish and narrow considerations and in isolation. 











Jubran, whe took @ demeaning and even derisive attitude toward the remarks of the 
delegates of the academicians, asked in surprise! Why are those whe demand equal 
fights net required te take part in the black work, in the public work, and in the 
Fecfultment of the @asees a8 volunteers for the camp of workers which the Nasareth 
Municipality maintains; and why doen't they de this every day of the year? Do they 
think they were born to be generals, while the black work is the lot of the “rabble” 
and of the workers and of the people's clase? 


Satellite of Chauviniatic Party 


Jubran bellevee that, according to the comments of the delegates of the academi~ 
clans, they de net intend to establish a party, but rather an wabrella organisation 
which will unite within iteelf the Arab intellectuals, And in 4 mocking tone he 
asks, who prevents thie of that person from establishing a party’ Jubran argues 
that thie party will be 4 satellite party to the authorities, similar to the Arab 
liste of Labor, or it will be 4a chawvinietic and adventuristic party from a 
hationalist standpoint. 


On the other hand, Jubran eneere at the advocate of the idea that he is 4 physician 
by profession: he saye that every party needs 4 direction and an ideology, but 
that thie can not be accomplished from the writing of one prescription to another. 
Jubran rejects out of hand the demurrer of the academician delegates from partici- 
pating in the operations of the Black Panthers and aske, why thie demurral from the 
Biack Panthers’? tlen't it natural that we gaintain an alliance between our con- 
stitwency and the deprived clasees of the Jewish constituency’? Is it that we do 
not want Jews who are not party~affiliated to be participants with ue in ovr 


struggle’ 


Jubran maintains that RAKAH would wish to conclude an agreement with SHELI and with 
the mentally balanced persons in the Labor Party such as Yossi Sharid. Hence, also, 
comes hie rejection of the idea of the academicians delegates that the formation 

of 4 new Arab union would enjoy sympathy among the Jewish public. That is a4 
simplistic approach and even naive, he aaintains. 


Zioniete ve. Patriots 


To embarrass the academician delegates, Jubran says that there is an intention to 
convert them to Zionists, or to hide under the wings of 4 Zionist party. If this 

is the intention, Jubran saye, let the academician delegates stand up and prociaia 
it eo. Thus, Jubran concludes that the initiative of the academicians is deception, 
meant to respond to the interests of narrow personalities and of petty bourgeois 
aspirations. This, in hie opinion, ie narrow-mindedness which constitutes 4 
deviation from the fundamental goale of the Democratic Front. 


The spokesman rejects out of hand the allegation of the academicians that RAKAH is 
putting on aire and is acting in arrogance. To ree this version, Jubran 
takes support from an article he saw published in ..c newspaper PALESTINE THE 
REVOLUTION in which it was stated that RAKAH is the sole legal representative of 
the Arabs of 1948. 


One of the academicians alleged to the editor of AL-'ITTIHAD, Emil Habiby, that in 
the report on the symposium of the academicians there was some distortion of the 





positions of the delegates of the academicians, in the article, spread over half a 
page of the weekly edition, Habiby repeats and confirms the report, We rejects the 
definition attributed te one of the academicians, according to which he divided the 
Arabe in lerael inte two: RARAN people and the nationalist patrietic circles, 
HWabiby says that thie opinion, even if expressed unintentionally, is in fundamental 
error inasmuch as the RAKAH people are the most faithful national patrietse, and 
they sacrifice @ere than any others and they have guch experience in nationalistic 
atruggles. 


Habiby, whe tries to be the sole spokesman of the Arabs of lerael, says that his 
opponent forgete that “our nation here is a nation of a single complete stand, and 
we are an inseparable and active part of the Palestinian Nation, and a democratic 
force in lerael which ie difficult te ignere.” Wabiby comes out in opposition to 
the authorities for trying to divide the Arabs of lerael, while injecting into 
circles of the Arab public and Arab personalities that there is no other way than 
the servility and the acceptance of food leftovers from the table of the exploiters, 
and at the same time are attempting to divide and separate the RAKAH people from 
the feet, 


“Attempting To Patrap RAKAN” 


Habiby indulges © polemice with the allegation of the academicians that “RAKAH, 
being an organi ed party, is trying ‘to ewallow’' the Front, and that is why they 
see in the establishment of 4 new evening organ 4 necessity of the hour, so that it 
can cooperate with RAKAH as an equal.” Habiby raile against the academicians 
“because they are embarrassed, in his argument, from revealing to the Arab masses 
their intentions, eo that he himself is forced to expose the intent of the acaden- 
ictane to be an alternative leadership to the current leadership which represents 
the worker clase in alliance with the other deprived levels of the people. 


Habiby labele some of the academicians “sons of feudals” who profess to change the 
current leadership, while viewing thie function as their own exclusive legacy. 

He whispers into the eare of the “sone of feudale” that the Arab gasses see in this 
attempt of theirs a deviation from their sanner of struggle and 4 weakening of the 
great attempt which they have stored up.

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ARMORED CORPS MANEUVERS IN SMALLER ARBA 
Tel Aviv DAVAR in Hebrew 27 Get 80 p Li 
[Article by Yonah Shimehi: “The Armored Corpe--On the Brink of a New Momentum") 


[Text] This week the Armored Corpse is celebrating recruiting day which was scheduled 
for 29 October, the day of the outbreak of the Kadesh war. <A year ago, with the 
return of a part of the Sinai in accordance with the peace agreement with Egypt, the 
Armored Corpe war “relieved” of a large maneuver area in the Sinai, and it has begun 
to adapt iteelf «« have other branches of the IDF, to maneuvering in more confined 
areas, 


We recently visited an Armored unit whose regular etation since the close of the 
Six-Day War was in the Sinai and which now has been relocated to the Jordan Valley. 
We sought to determine the change which had come about with the transfer from almost 
unlimited maneuver areas to a mountainous region, with descending slopes and a 
narrow valley, bordered on the east by the Jordan River, and on ite west by the 
mountains of Judea and Samaria. 


The topography in this area imposes on the tanks and on those maneuvering with them 
few and limited movement axes. Every deviation from them involves meeting of 
obstacles and even the hazard of overturning. Armored unite which had been accustomed 
to free movement in unlimited axes are now required to develop war theories different 
from those that had held for years. 


The deputy commander of the unit, A.S., was recruited for IDF service in 1974 after 
the Yom Kippur War. Now be is in his second enlistment in the regular army. In 4 
few monthe he will have to decide whether to sign up permanently for an additional 
term or separate from the silitary and turn to a civilian track. To A.S. it is 
clear that if this time he decices to continue in the regular service, that means 
that he has decided upon 4 long period of service and upon a wilitary career, The 
military are searching, as is known, for people such as he. But in the meantime, 
A.S. is carrying cut a difficult task, involving significant effort with unlimited 
working hours and separation from his family. The assignment involves aleo worry 
over the conditions of compulsory service for the soldiers of the unit. 


In the Sinai thie unit had service conditions immeasurably better than those con- 
fronting them today in the valley (incidentally, the unit which we visited is the 
first to reach the valley from the Sinai and has saved a great deal of “learning fees” 
for those which will come after it). Prom living in air-conditioned buildings, from 

















@ dining hall that contained a1) of the means for observing sanitation, the men of 
the unit transferred here to tente in which during the last winter they tasted the 
torrential rains while in the summer the oppressive heat, the awarms of flies and 
mosquitoes which are vexing even at this season of the year, The difficult service 
conditions are somewhat alleviated by the nearness to the center of the country. 
During leave it is easier to get home, Less time is wasted in hitchhiking and travel, 
Even the scenery te a compensation which everyone takes note of, 


Family Atmosphere 


Ya'akov Khanfi, who has been the unit barber and has been in the regular service for 
many years, is among those in headquarters company of the unit for the past 6 yeare. 
"In the tranefer from the Sinai to the valley we really took it on the chin seriously,” 
saye Khanfi, “Not only did we go from air-conditioned buildings to tents but we 
received ae a supplement ecorpione, snakes and many flies and mosquitos, But in 

thie unit there is the atmosphere of a family. Were everyone knows the other one's 
troubles, We're here 24 hours a day under field unit conditions and that consolidates 
us, The new ones who join the unit as individuals are hazed endlessly but we've 
learned by experience that these hagings end after a month or two and those who 
requested transfer to another unit don't want to talk about that anymore. Even the 
most cynical and the most disgruntled acclimate themselves and begin to tell new 
recruite of the wonders of the unit,” 





Shimon Cohen, a tank mechanic, and Yehuda Turjemon, a turret tester, complain mainly 
about the terrain conditions which cause probleme for tanks. According to them, the 
rate of deterioration and parte replacement is far higher than it wae in the Sinai. 
From an occupational standpoint alone they yearn for the expanses of the Sinai. Over 
the years they have gained a familiarity with the area and the climate and their 
influence on the functioning of tanks, They praise the social cohesiveness among 
the personnel of the unit, which serves as an example to those in compulsory service. 
Ya'acov, Shimon, Yehuda and all of those with whom we spoke noted that the food they 
get is very good despite the difficult conditions under which the chefe of the unit 
work. 


Shimon from Jaffa, Ronit from Moshav Amate and Orna from Petach Tikvah, are chree 
compulsory-service recruits with whom we spoke. Shimon tells that when he was posted 
to thie unit he requested transfer incessantly. "I made out every one of the members 
of my family ae though they were sick people who were in need of my help. I raised 
every possible reason to be transferred out of here. Today, I'm not prepared to 
change with any soldier of any other unit, even if it is in the house neighboring 

on my parente’ home,” says Shimon. 


Every Help Vital 


Ronit and Orna complain that field unite do not get appropriate culture and recreation 
to a sufficient degree. Only at rare intervals does a good troupe of performers 
arrive at the unit. Even when the appearance of a troupe or a desirable performance 
ie echeduled, always problems arise and aainly the appearance is cancelled or at 

best is abbreviated to 4 snatch of a visit because “we have to run to another unit.” 
Ronit and Orna, as well as other female soldiers in the wnit, do not enjoy extra 
priveleges by virtue of being women. They perform their duties under the same dif- 
ficult conditions as the men. In conversation with us, Ronit and Orns noted that 
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soon the unit will be transferred to its permanent base which is not far from the 
present site, At the permanent base there will be residence buildings, and the 
kitchen and dining room will be in buildings which were especially constructed for 
the purpose and then possibly they will be rid of the flies which swarm over the 
plates at every meal, The women soldiers hope that with the tranefer to the per- 
manent base the end will come to the diarrhea which laye them low eo often. “In 
general we're very proud to serve here and not in the city," says Orna, and Ronit 
agrees, 


Daphna, of Jerusalem, is the one to whom everyone in the unit turne when he has 
probleme in the unit of at home, As the one responsible for conditions in the unit, 
Daphna's hande are full, She is the one to whom one turne when somebody in the tank 
hae insulted hie comrade, and she is told how the commander in clases fails to be 
considerate of the inability of the soldier to concentrate on the exercise because 
of a problem at home, 


Formerly, Daphna and those like her were called support sergeants. Today, they are 
called service-conditions non-come, The servicemen who get to talk to Daphna are 
those who have a serious “packet” of probleme at home, some of them are graduates of 
atreet gangs. The resources available to service-conditions non-come are Limited 
and she tries mainly to maneuver in the bureaucratic maze. Daphna notes that it is 
very important for parents to know that the military, as an organization, and the 
people responsible for their children, try to the best of their ability to aid in 
the solution of their problems, but that the parents and other family members are 
not relieved of the responsibility for support in seeking a solution, "All help is 
vital,” Daphna etresses. More than others, Daphna is aware that what she does as a 
services-conditions non-com is often akin to a drop in the ocean and nothing more. 
"With the resources available to me I am not capable of turning over the world,” 
Daphna says. 


Who better than Jean the master sergeant knows the difficulties which the unit endured 
in ite tranefer from Sinai to the valley. He has innumerable stories about tents 

that flew away or collapsed in the wind, about tanks that were stuck in the gud, but 
all of this will shortly come to an end with the move to the permanent base. "We're 
at the threshold of a new era--everything will be better,” we are assured by Jean, 

the avowed optimist.

WEST BANK ARABS CLOSE BCONOMIC GAP 
Tel Aviv MA'ARIV in Hebrew 3 Dec 80 p 17

Bank Arabe Close Economic Gap") 


[Text] Were economic considerations to guide the Arabs of Judea and Samaria in 
their political course, they would be more moderate in their stand towards Israel. 
But the fact is that there is almost no connection between the continual improve- 
ment in the standard of living and the manifestation of hostility and acts of 
sabotage. 


For the military administration, as well as for other government and security 
bodies, there is particular interest in the changing economic situation of the 
Arabs of Judea and Samaria. The prevailing attitude is that fluctuations in 
employment and the infusion of monies from abroad influence the general mood, 
sharpen the debate among public personages, and reflect on businesses in the 
area. 


Almost every year a survey is conducted under the auspices of the Central Bureau 
of Statistics among the Arabs of Judea and Samaria, and from year to year a sig- 
nificant improvement is registered in the standard of living. An indicator of 
thie improvement is the number and quality of household and family equipment 
that rural and urban families purchase. 


The latest survey took in nearly 4,000 families of the approximately 100,000 
families that sre located today in Judea and Samaria. It turns out from the 
survey that ‘icant increase has taken place in the percentage of families 
that own mo: \o-date household appliances. 


A comparison with the results of the survey of 5 years ago shows that during this 
period the household appliances that families purchased have doubled, and, of 
course, have been improved and perfected as well. If 5 years ago the urban popu- 
lation was the leader in purchasing modern household appliances, today the rural 
population is ahead in choosing the large modern refrigerator and the modern 
sewing machine. 
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How far the development has reached in these areas is shown in the table (the 
calculations are in percentages):

This economic development in Judea and Samaria leaves the Gaga Strip trailing 
far behind Shechem and Hebron or any group of villages in Samaria. A comparison 
of the standard of living between the Arabs of Israel and the Arabs of Judea and 
Samaria shows that the gap between the two populations has narrowed almost com- 
pletly and in some areas there are even signs that the Arabs of Judea and Samaria 
are ahead of Israeli Arabs. 


The advance has occurred in very many houses in Judea and Samaria. This fact is 
complimentary to the military administration, but it doesn't make much of an 
impression on Arab mayors and public officials. One will say: “That's the way 
it is all over the world-progress." Another will say: “We are developing 
because of the aid from Arab countries." 


The need to be on the defensive and the refusal to give even begrudging praise 
to the military administration stem from their strong desire to separate matters 
of economy from political and security matters. And what they said 10 years ago 
they still say today: “The more our economic situation improves, the more the 
strength of our opposition to Israeli rule will grow." 


This opinion was not accepted among circles in the military administration for 
a long time. Many thought: "Give loyment, worry about jobs and keep many 
young people from terrorist activity. Nowadays the estimates have changed 
regarding the contribution of employment to public order and tranguility in 
Judea and Samaria. Reality has proven that cruel acts of terror were carried 
out precisely by people who never knew economic deprivation, and almost all of 
them had a high school education if not higher.

The policy of heavy handedness now being adhered to in the occupied territories 
comes after thie government, at the initiative of the prime minister, proposed-- 
and the Knesset affirmed the proposal--to institute “full autonomy,” to allow the 
Arabs self-rule, and to abolish the rule of the Israeli military administration. 
The negotiations (with Egypt and the United States) have not yet been completed 
on the kinds of authority which the “administrative council” under autonomy would 
have. However if lerae) really and truly wanted to liberate the Arabs of the 
territories from our interference in their lives, is the policy now maintained in 
the territories 6 proper expression of that? 


». Towards the elections 
The platform of the labor Party for the coming Parliamentary elections has not yet 


been published, and perhaps is not yet completed, but here and there reports appear 
which hint at some of ite objectives. 
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it seems that the labor Party wants the “Jordanian option,” that is te say te 
achieve 4 peace agreement with Jordan on the basis of territorial compromise in 
Judea, Samaria and the Gage Strip, and @t the same time to realige the autonomy 
program. The person who told the “leadership” of the Labor Party that both of 
these things cannet be dene at the same time was President Sadat himself, With 
usayn, He Said, you should talk § years after autonomy--as was specified in the 
Camp David agreement, “Sadat has various reasons for that, We don't have to 
accept them, but we certainiy cannot ignore them or the consequences to be 
expected were israel te act in such & way a6 to undermine Gadat's position and 
thus be accused by him of cooperating with those who call him 4 traitor for 
having Made peace with us. 


The matter is not simple from Israel's point of view either. 1 read in the press 
that Yitehag Mabin proposes that autonomy apply not just to the inhabitants but 
also to the territories in their possession. There are hinte of that as well in 
what has been published about the labor Party's platform. in simple terme-~-to 
bring about 4 division of Judea, Samaria and the Gaga Strip between us and the 
Arabe on the basie of blocs of settlement. The territory to be under our control 
would be that where the new settlements are concentrated--the Jordan Valley, Guah 
iteion, the th rth-Weet Dead Sea area, Jerusalem (Greater?) and the southern part 
of the Gaga Sirip. And the remainder of the areas would be handed over to the 


“autonomy” authority. 


lwo fundamenta: commente must be made about this. First, if this is to be done 

in the framework of implementing autonomy, then we will be handing over terri- 
tories without the desired exchange--a peace agreement. Why do this? Wouldn't 

it be preferable, even from the point of view of those who support 4 division of 
Judea and Samaria to wait 5 years, in which period, in accordance with Camp David, 
it will be necessary to talk about “permanent status,” and to make that arrange- 
ment conditional on the agreement of Jordan and the residents of the territories 
to conclude a peace treaty with Israel? 


The second comment concerns the IDF. in the Camp David Agreement, no borders 
whatever were included for the location of the presence of IDF forces. Let's 
say only that after the realization of autonomy IDF will deploy its forces anew, 
that is, after we leave Ghekhem and Ramallah, we will be able to keep army unite 
on the mountain top (not in the cities) around Shekhem, in Ba'al Hateur, etc. 

In the peace treaty with Egypt, too, specification was made of the sige and type 
of forces to be located on the border between the two countries, but no Limita- 
tions were placed on leraeli army forces to be located north of the border with 
igypt, that is, in the Saga Strip. Today our navy guards our sea border slong 
ite entire length. When we retain only the southern part of the Gaga Strip--as 
the Labor Party suggeste--will the navy and the ground forces on the coast still 
be able to work in the northern part of the Strip as well? The distinction 
between autonomy for people and autonomy that includes the territories was 
created to assure, among other things, the right of IDF to be anywhere required 
for the security of Israel. Will this right be assured even in the absence of 
a distinction between autonomy for people and autonomy that includes control of 
the territories’? For example, what about the port of Gage’? Will Israel have 
the right to check the cargoes of ships destined for it, or, since it is a part 
of the territory under the control of the autonomy institutions, will the Arabs 
be the ones to control it, even before & peace treaty has been signed with Israel? 
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The aulenomy agreement as it was signed in Camp David foresees in autonomy 4 
transitional agreement for 5 years. During this period, IDF ie responsible for 
the security of the entire territery west of the Jordan, and, for that purpose, 
is permitted te be along the entire length of a1) the borders 46 well 46 in key 
positions within the country, After the transitional period, 6 peace treaty 
will come, in the framework of which lerael's peace will be aasured, We need 
to beware of formulae which are likely to impose restrictions upon us whieh are 
not included in the Camp David agreement. It is not for nothing that Jordan, 
the PLO, and the Arab states oppose the peace treaty and are trying to get the 
United States to abandon the Camp David agreement. It is our duty to demand ite 
realigation and not to aid ite erosion,

[Text] At a conference organized by the Regional Workers’ Council in Western 
Galllee, to examine 4 regional effort, partic 6, in addition to secretaries of 
local jurtedictions and secretaries of workers’ cowncile in the region, were also 
three secretaries of the Kibbute Movemente.

The booklet includes a collection of the words 
of the Gages, edited by Rabbi ‘Adin Steinsalz, on the spirit of good neighbor- 
linese that must be accorded to Gentiles as well as articies on relations between 
Jews and Arabs by Uri Ghitendl, Zehava ‘Eden, and Hanan (Rutan).

ARTLFICLAL SUNLIGHT AT WEIZMAN INSTITUTE 
Tel Aviv DAVAR in Hebrew 23 Get 80 p 9

|Text) About 4 years ago development began at the Weisman Institute on the initiative 
of Prof Yierael Dostroveky of a parabolic photo-thermal sunlight absorber (which 
converte light to heat). The advantage of thie type of absorber is that it concen- 
trates the sun's radiation, thereby lessening the area which dissipates heat without 
lessening the area which absorbs radiation, and a relatively high degree of efficiency 
is achieved in bringing light up to heat. The temperatures attained in this type of 
absorber approach 100 degrees and they can be utilized to activate an air-conditioner 
instead of operating it by electricity, whereas the temperatures achieved in conven- 
tional, spread-out sun absorbere which are designed to heat water, approach only 

about 60 degrees. 


For the purpose of examining the efficiency of these absorbers which are now in the 
final stages of completion, a sophisticated system of testing has been installed on 
the rambling roof of one of the buildings of the Institute, in which the quantity of 
heat produced by the sun's radiation is tested under varying conditions of angulation 
of the sun's rays, cloudiness, temperature of the environment, the humidity in the 
air, the wind force, the temperature of the entering water passing adjacent to the 
absorber, etc. 


The expensive testing installation is utilized quite partially for testing the new 
absorbers, products of the independent development of the Weizman Institute, and it 
therefore has begun t- be utilized aleo for the testing of conventional absorbers 
produced by commercial manufacturers of solar radiation, water heaters--at a fee, of 
course. In fact the installation has been functioning within this context for the 
past several years. 


These tests are at a recognizable disadvantage. They can be performed only during 

the noon-day hours between 11 and 1, and only on days which are normal with regard 

to cloud-cover, humidity, and the like. Obviously, not every day is a normal day, 

not even in the epring and the fall (which are the best seasons from the standpoint 

of cloudiness, and not during the summer season in which the cloudiness is particularly 
higher); and since each absorber requires from 18 to 24 tests the entire series of 
tests of a single absorber extends from 2 to 3 weeks under the best of conditions 

and at times even over a period of 2 sonths. 
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In order to overcome this dependence on natural conditions, it was decided about 2 
years ago to produce artificial sunlight which would be within a closed room and 
supplemented by al! auxiliary installations which afford fuil control over the 
several variables, The artificial sun was built by engineer Michael Epstein of the 
Solar Energy Laboratory which te affiliated, for some reason or other, with the 
Isotope Department of the Inatitute, and has recently begun to function to the 
satisfaction of all involved in the project, The testing by the artificial sun 
extends generally over | day, and at the most 2 days, which of course is 4 monumental 
Saving. It has also turned outewand this is, understandably, the most important=-that 
the rr tes obtained in it are very similar to those which are obtained by use of 
the " cal" eun, 


It goes without saying that Epstein and his colleagues have succeeded in achieving 
thie authenticity only by dint of replication of the sun to the extreme degree of 
precision possible, The installation includes, in a 5 by 3 array, 15 are lamps 
manufactured by the German Osram Company, the type aleo used to illuminate color 
television studios, The lamps are filled with mercury and argon supplemented by 
various iodides, and the output of each one is 575 watts, Epstein explains that the 
radiation of these lampsa--the price of which, incidentally, is several hundreds of 
shekels each--is very similar to that of the sun's radiation, The light force and 
the spectrum of the lamp is of a black substance at a temperature of 5,760 degrees 
Calvin (approximately 5,500 degrees Celsius), which ie the temperature prevailing on 
the surface of the sun, 


In the other artificial sun which exists in the world, that of the American space 
agency (NASA) use is made of white light (incandescent lamps), and inasmuch as the 
spectrum of those lamps differs from the solar spectrum in that it tends to the infra- 
red direction, the Americans had to install especial filters to absorb the raye at 
specific wavelengths. 


An additional problem was how to assure approximately equal radiation power over all 
of the surface, whose size is 1,20 by 2,20 meters and which is designed to test ab- 
sorbers of the standard size of 1 by 2 meters (the American installation is far 
amaller: 1 by 1 meter, and it is about 40 percent more expensive). The area 
illuminated by each lamp is not in the form of a circle, as with white lamps, but 
instead in the form of the digit 8, The lamps have been designed so that the end of 
the 8 of one lamp enters into the “stomach” of the 8 of the adjacent lamp. In addition, 
the assembly of each of the white (incandescent) lamps is such that with the beams 
of radiation falling on the absorber, at a distance of about 1,3 meters, they are 
parallel as are the rays of the sun. The result: the deviation in the radiation 
force from the various points does not generally exceed 5 percent, and only at 
isolated points does it reach 10 percent, 


Beside direct sunlight, there is also scattered radiation, resulting from the contact 
of rays with molecules of ozone, water, carbon dioxide, and other elements in the 
atmosphere. Even on totally bright days the portion of scattered radiation can be 

up to 20 percent of the overall radiation. In order to replicate this phenomenon as 
well in the artificial sun, a net was devised, or more precisely: there are several 
nets which are distinct from one another with regard to the density of their openings. 
The net is introduced into the installation between the lamps and the absorber which 
is being tested. The lamps, of course, also influence the illumination force just 

as under natural conditions the illumination force is affected day by day and hour 

by hour. 
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At the side of the artificial sun they have constructed auxiliary systems: a system 
for regular injection of water to the absorber under different temperatures (in 
actuality, tap water first flows beside the absorber at low temperature, and in time 
the water is heated), a system for dissipation of the intense heat created between 
the Lampe and the absorber=-a phenomenon which does not exist in a true absorber 
found on the rooftop=-by meane of a special suction system supported by bellows, 

and a terminal for assembling the data, as well as a computer for processing them. 


Personnel at the solar laboratory continue to utilise aleo the original testing 
facility which had been installed on the roof, In many inetances, they test an 
absorber by the two systema; first by the artificial sun, which permite a quick 
testing of the influence of variables on ite efficiency, and afterwards when the 
optimal parameters of the absorber have been determined, it is tested additionally 
on the roof, under natural conditions, in order to “go for sure"-—however, the 
second test is not required, 
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SOLAR DESALINATION AT AQABA, EXPERIMENTAL PLANT 
Tel Aviv DAVAR in Hebrew 30 Oct 80 p 9 


[Text] The sun at Aqaba is the sun at Eilat, and the shortage of potable water is 
prevalent both here and there, In Eilat water is desalinated with the use of crude 
oil; in the Israeli experimental plants for utilization of solar energy, the well of 
the sun, water is not desalinated but electricity is produced instead, while in 

Aqabe an enterprise has been set up in cooperation with the West German Dornier As- 
sociation to desalinate water through the use of soler energy. The project is 
experimental, It was hoped at first that it would contribute in some way not only 

to the solution of Aqaba's water problem but that it would serve as a model for 
additional plants which would be sold to other countries in the Middle East. However, 
they have been disappointed in this hope after it was discovered that instead of the 
planned output of 1,875 litres of desalinated water daily which in and of itself is 

a minuscule quantity, there was no comparison to the quantity of water desalinated at 
Eilat, which produces only 750 litres daily in the summer and 375 litres daily in 

the winter. Nor does the efficiency of the plant exceed by more than 10 percent 

that of a conventional desalination installation. Fifteen sunlight absorbers in an 
overall area of 350 square meters absorb sunlight and heat Freon gas, the boiling 
point of which is lower than that of water. The heated gas is directed to a separate 
installation in which the desalination is accomplished by the standard system of 
evaporation: the water is evaporated (without the minerals, of course) and is once 
again converted to water, this time potable water, by a cooling process. Despite 

the disappointment with the new installation, additional experiments will be carried 
out in it over a period of about 2 years. 


Among other things, a solar generator will be set up next to it with an output of 1.5 
kilowatt, which will convert the solar energy to electrical energy which in turn will 
be used to pump water from the collection tank to the desalination plant. An 
additional saving of liquid fuel will be effected by replacing the diesel motor which 
now activates the pumps that draw the water from the Red Sea to the collection tank 


with a windmill.

TANK PROPULSION SYSTEMS--Aviation Industries has recently started manufacture 

of the ballistic propulsion systems for the Ieraeli tank Merkava. This is an 
exceedingly precise mechanical system containing several transmission gear boxes 
which are connected by a system of arms, The ballistic propeller connects the 
various functions in the fire control system of the tank, such as the firing computer 
(ballistic computer), the range finder, the command direction, the gunner's periscope 
and the gun, The systems are manufactured in the Pamal Enterprise (Precision 
Mechanics, Ltd.) of Aviation Industries. The company, whose main business is the 
manufacture of transmission systems and aircraft gear wheels (such as the mechanical 
actuators for the Kfir, electro-mechanical actuators for the Westwind and Aravah 
aircraft), has been busy since the time of its establishment in 1967 also with the 
manufacture of transmission systems for land and naval armament systems. At the 
start the company manufactured precision gears and replacement parts for the fire 
control systems of the Patton tank and also manufactured vital replacement parts for 
the Soviet tanks which were captured by the IDF in the Six-Day War and which were 
overhauled and placed in service. The next phase in the development of Pamal was 
its integration into a project for replacement of all gears in the aximuth gauges in 
the Centurion tanks in the IDF, Today, the basket of products of Pamal contains 
about 10 precision mechanical complexes for tanks. The company is hopeful of conm- 
pleting transactions in the future for the export of its products.

Dr Israel Katz, Minister of Labor and Relief, said yesterday at a Jerusalem con- 
ference of public safety officials who are inhabitants of the territories employed 
in Israel.

ISRAELI YOUTH'S ARAB IMAGE~=-The image of the Arab in the opinion of youth in Israel 
has drastically changed following the Yom Kippur War, concludes a survey on the 
matter conducted by Prof Kalman Binyamin of the Hebrew University. Today the image 
of the Arab in che opinion of the Israeii young person is formed with more positive 
lines. He is more masculine and a fighting type. Despite this, the youth of 
Israel continue to think of the Arabs as cruel and less successful than they them 
selves are. Prof Kalman Binyamin writes in his survey that the October 1973 war 
cleansed and rejuvenated the national pride of the Arabs of Israel not only in 
their own eyes, but even in the eyes of their Jewish neighbors. The survey makes 
clear that all 134 respondents were influenced by the signing of the peace treaty 
between Egypt and Israel. Egyptians, for example, were defined in responses by 
more positive lines. They were found to be: fast, sociable, healthy, self-confi- 
dent, masculine, and ready to compromise. In a similar survey conducted by Prof 
Binyamin a short time after the Six-Day War, 517 youths were asked similar questions, 
but the answers differed. The image of the Arab was perceived as inhumane, the 
Arabs in the eyes of Israeli youth were: ugly, old, lethargic, weak and unsuccess-~- 
ful. Prof Binyamin concludes that two events, the Yom Kippur War and the peace 
agreement softened the Arab stereotype, added to it a positive dimension, and 
altered the attitude toward it.

[Text] Last week Mr Khalid Khalaf was sent back where he came from, We was not 
permitted to disembark from the plane which had brought hie to Kuwait. The 
Minister of interior issued the following decision: 


After examining Document No 11211, dated 22 January 1980, from Pile Wo 110, which 
testified that Khalid Khalaf Husayn al-Tilji had aequired Iraqi citizenship, on 
the basis of 4 request which he had eade, 


After examining the document dated 21 February 1980 which stated that the above- 
mentioned individual had taken an oath of loyalty to the Republic of Iraq in the 
presence of the Iraqi coneul in Kuwait, 


After examining Iraqi Paseport No 21126 which had been issued to the abovementioned 
individual by the Republic of Iraq's consulate in Kuwait, on 21 Pebruary 1980, 


And after reviewing Kuwaiti Citizenship Law Wo 15 of 1959, 
The following has been determined: 


Article |. Khalid Khalaf Husayn al-Tiiji is hereby considered to have lost his 
Kuwaiti citizenship as of the date when he acquired his Iraqi citizenship, that is, 
21 January 1960, 


Articie 2. The appropriate authorities shall take the necessary measures to 
implement this decision, and it shall be published in the Official Journal. 


it has been more than 4 year now since the Ministry of Interior withdrew Mr Khale!'s 
passport. When this was done, he was deprived of the freedom to travel, which is 
one of the basic freedoms and fundamental rights which is guaranteed to our citizens 
by ovr constitution. The Ministry of Interior based its action on one of the arti- 
cles in the law governing passports which was promulgated in 1959 and according to 
vhich the head of the Department of Police and Passports has the right to withdraw 

4 citizen's passport “if circumstances @erit this action.” 
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in spite of the faet that tiie law came out before the establishment of Kuwait's 
parliamentary life and its democ:stic life in general, and in spite of the fact 

that it came out even before Kuwait obtained its independence from britain, our 
government authorities nevertheless are continuing to apply this law te our citi- 
zens, lt has withdrawn passports from a number of our citigens “se that they would 
remain under house arrest” in Kuwait, Citigens affected by this have been Dr 
‘Abdallah aleNafiei and others, They also include Mr Khalid Khalaf, whose right 

to travel was held in abeyance for such a long time that he finally was not able 

to bear it any longer. This impelled him to travel abroad in spite of the fact that 
he had fo passport ef his own, Hy doing 80 he exercised hie right to travel=-a thing 
which has been guaranteed by all international legislation concerning this matter, 


in bringing thie matter up we wish to discuss not only the illegal action taken by 
Mr Khalid Khalaf. We aleo wish te mention that because of the fact that the author= 
ities have repeatedly taken steps to conform with this policy, and because of the 
fact that there exist no government bodies which would eliminate the fraud and in- 
justice that our citigene are being subjected to=--such a government body would be 
an administrative court, and thie would be in accordance with what was stipulated 
by the Kuwaiti constitution in 1963--it is very possible that the government 
authorities will take such actions again in the future when faced with a matter 
which displeases the executive powers of parties therein. in this situation our 
citizens will etill be open to having their freedom to travel denied, and this ac- 
tion will be based on laws which should have been eliminated when our independence 


was obtained,

SUSPENSION OF 'AL-TALL'AH) CENSORSHIP DISCUSSED 
Kuwait AL@TALL'AH in Arabic 10 Dee 80 p 16 
|Article: “Legitimate Questions Concerning the Suspension of AL-TALI AH") 


[Text] The decision to suspend publication of AL-TALI'AH for 2 weeks has raised 
several questions in our @inds, some of which are connected with the reasons given 
in the letter sent by the Ministry of Laformation, which contained the statement: 
“The article entitled ‘Turn Out the Lights, the Americans Are Coming’ contributed 
toward worsening Kuwait's relations with ics friendly fellow-Arab countries." We 
will take thie opportunity to explain once again what the article contained before 
commenting on the ministry's decision: 


|. The article dealt with the features of America's future foreign policy in the 
Persian Gulf area, and ueed as 4 source for statements made by officials of the new 
American administration and members of the Council of Foreign Affairs who will be 
working together with the president-elect in determining this policy. 


2. The article referred to official reactions to this development. The source 
which we relied upon was the telegrams which were exchanged between the leaders of 
the region and the president-elect, and there is no need to repeat their contents. 
The official attitude shown was obviously one of delight. 


3}. The article contained some observations concerning the domestic changes which 
have been undergone by the countries of the Persian Gulf area, and also contained 

a definition of the “quest for democracy” policy which had been adopted by the rul- 
ing authorities earlier this year. We now see signs of their turning away from 
this policy. 


The question which occurs to us at this point is as follows: in what way did we 
offend “our friendly fellow-Arab nations"? If the positions and policies adopted 
by the officials of these countries indicated certain facts which are difficult to 
ignore when dealing with the political situation in the Persian Gulf area, then 
what does this have to do with us? Another thing which is a logical consequence 
of what hase been said is that we have a perfect right to adopt any position which 
is basically dictated to us by the interests of our [Arab] nations. We feel that 
ignoring thie would put our actions in the category of “violating our journalistic 
integrity” and “falsifying facts"--and these things are punishable by lav. 
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Another question which occurs to us ist ta it 4 forbidden practice among those 
in charge of media information here to expose the hostile policies of the United 
States? 


These are the things which come to mind when reading the letter sent by the 
minietry, We can figure out whe our “fellow-Arab countries” are, but we are not 
sure who comes under the heading of “friendly Arab countries» =-that is, unless 
Omani policy and Kuwaiti policy are working hand in hand, Oman clasailies Wash- 
ington a8 being a [friendly nation, but until recently statements made by [Kuwaieci] 
officials have contained criticiem of U.S. policy. In case there haa been a change 
we demand that words correspond to deeds so that our average citizen dues not 
become confused and baffled as a result of the foreign policy positions taken by 
his country’s government. ina conclusion, we would like to say that we hope that 
the decision to suspend publication of AL-TALI'AH was not an involuntery reaction 
to the title of our article,

[Tet] Comrade Stanko Todorov emphasizes Bulgaria's support for the PDRY in ite 
struggle against the machinatione of the forces of imperialiem and praises the 
accomplishments which the PDRY hae achieved in various areas. 


Pour protocols |ave been signed which deal with party, economic, commercial, cul-~ 
tural, ecientifi.c, and agricultural cooperation ' tween the two countries. 


Both parties praise the great role being played by the Steadfastness and GConfronta- 
tion Front in ite fight againet imperialiem and Zioniem. Both parties condemn 

U.S, attempts to interfere in the internal affaire of the Gulf and Arabian Penin- 
sula area, and aleo condemn the building of [U.5.) bases in Egypt, Oman, Somalia, 
and Kenya. The dispute between Iran and Iraq is playing into the hands of the 
imperialiete and is constituting a danger to the area's stability and security. 


Both parties praise the eff rts being made by Ethiopia's revolutionary leaders to 
maintain their national in.ependence and the territorial integrity of their nation. 


The Palestine autonomy talke are condemned and are considered to be 4 means of 
legitimizing the leraeli occupation. 


All foreign intervention in Afghanistan's affaires is condemned, and internat ional 
support for the Soviet Union's assistance to the Afghan people is praised. 


Yesterday a joint communique was published both in Aden and Sofia concerning the 
vieit to the PDRY made by Gomrade Stanke Tedorov, sember of the Politburo of the 
Central Committee of the Bulgarian Gommuniet Party and chairman of the Gouncil 

of Minieters of the People's Republic of Bulgaria. The visit lasted 4 days. Dur- 
ine the visit Comrade Todorev conducted official talke with Comrade ‘Ali Nasir 
“Muhammad, secretary-general of the Gentral Gommittee [of the Yemeni Socialist 
Party) and chairman of the Presidium of the Supreme People's Gouneil and chairman 
of the Council of Ministers. Ouring thie vwieit he aleo took part in the celebra- 
tione held by our nation on the occasion of the anniversary of ite independence. 
The text of the communique is ae follows: In response to an invitation extended 





by Comrade ‘Ali Nasir Muhammad, the secretary-general of the Central Committee of 
the Yemeni Soctaliat Party, chairman of the Presidium of the Supreme People's 
Council, and chatrman ef the Gouncil of Ministers in the People's Democratic Re- 
public of Yemen, Gomgade Stanko Tedorev, member of the Politburo of the Central 
Committee of the Bulgarian Communist Party and chairman of the Gouneil of Ministers 
of the People's Republic of Bulgaria, undertook an official visit of friendship 

to the PDRY during the period 29 November 1980 to 2 December 1980, 


During the visit to the PDRY, Comrade Todorov took part in the Yemeni people's 
celebrations on the great occasion of the Lith anniversary of their national in- 
dependence, He laid a wreath at the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier, visited our 
economic projects, historical landmarks, and places of cultural interest, and 
learned of the achievements which have been accomplished by the PDRY in the realms 
of thelr economy, culture, and public life, The honored guest was received very 
warmly at all of the places which he visited, and this demonstrates the depth of 
friendship and revolutionary solidarity which binds the peoples of these two 
friendly countries, 


Comrade Tedorov and Comrade ‘Ali Nasir Muhammad conducted official talke which were 
characterized by an atmosphere of friendship, @utual trust, and gutual understand- 
ing. There was a fruitful exchange of views concerning the development of relat ions 
between the PDRY and Bulgaria and concerning current international issues which 

are of concein to both nations,

minister of culture and touriem; Comrade Pad] Muhein ‘Abdallah, member of the 
Central Gommittee of the Yemeni Socialist Party; Gomrade ‘Abdallah Ba ‘Amir, deputy

‘All Nasir Muhammad praised very highly the efforts expended by the Bulgarian people, 
ufder the leadership of the Hulgarian Communtet Party, to build a modern socialist 
society in Bulgaria, We also extended his greetings to the Bulgarian people on the 
eceasion of the 1, 1300th anniversary of the founding of the Bulgarian state, and 
indicated that the Yemeni people share the joy of their friends, the Bulgarian 
people, on this great occasion, 


Gompade "All Nasir Muhammad informed Comrade Toderev about the revolutionary pro- 
grese which hase been made in the PDRY, the results of the General Waergency Con- 
ference held by the Yemen! Socialist Party, and the decisions and recommendat ions 
which the conference adopted in order to strengthen the revolution in the PDRY which 
is proceeding along the path of democracy and the path of concolidating the leader- 
ship role played by the party in the ranks of the workers and masses of people in 
the political, economic, and social life of the country. CGomrade Todorov praised 
the work accomplished by the General Bmergency Conference of the Yemeni Socialist 
Party and lauded the achievements which have been accomplished by the PDRY in 
various realme=«political, economic, and social. We emphasized the fact that 
bulgaria suppor « and stands by the PDRY in ite struggle against all of the con- 
apiracies being engaged tn by the forces of imperialiem in order to block ite social 
progress. He aiso praised the etruggle engaged in by the PDRY people and their 
insistence, under the leadership of the Yemeni Socialist Party, on pursuing this 
struggle which is aimed at achieving social and economic changes in order to ac- 
omplieh all of the etrategic objectives of the Yemeni revolution.

mm! Bulgaria. The two parties expressed their positive assesement of the successes 
which hawe been e hiewed during the last few years in the realm of progress in 
econemic cooperation, especially in the realm of sutual trade, construction, agri- 
culture, etc. Thew eetablished the fact that a constructive role in this regard 


is being plaved bw the Joint Goumittee for Economic, Technical, and Scientific Go- 
operation. At the same time, the two parties stated that the continual progress 
nade in the PDORY and Bulgaria is creating opportunities to continually expand rela- 
tions of cooperation and economic relations between the two countries. 


Tre following documents were signed during the visit: 4 protocol concermming party 
peretion between the Bulgarian Gommunist Party and the Yemeni Socialist Party, 
A protocol concerning economic cooperation, a protocol concerning trade, a protocol 
oneeminge cultural and sctentific cooperat ion, and 4 protocol concerning coopefra- 
tien between the two ‘fereien einietries of the two countries. During the exchange 








of opiniones coneermming curftent international issues, the two parties expressed their 
alarm concerning Che current international situation which has been compl icated 

by the @ore hostile actions undertaken by international tmpertaliam and by the 
forces Of reaction, The United States and ite NATO allies have escalated the arms 
race in erder to achieve military supertority over the nations of the soctaliat 
camp, and have adopted a policy which threatens world peace and is oriented toward 
the creation of hotbede of war and tension and toward the setting up of alliances 

in various regions of the world, 


The two parties expressed their conviction that there is no reasonable alternative 
to the peliey of detente, and they emphasized their complete support for the prin- 
ciples of peaceful coexistence between nations having different social systems, 

They made clear their determination to continue the struggle to strengthen and inten- 
eify the process of detente, put a halt to the arma race, take effective ateps to 
achieve disarmament, and solve disputes between nations by means of negot lat ions 

and peaceful means, 


The twe parties etated that it is very tmportant to have the Persian Gulf and 
Arabian Peninsula region be a zone of peace. The two parties condemned the U.S, 
for escalating ite attempts to interfere in the internal affairs of the countries 
of the area and to coerce them into renouncing their inalienable right to dispose 
of their national natural resources as they see fit. They aleo condemed the U.5, 
polley which te based on the setting up of hostile military bases in Egypt, Oman, 
Somalia, and Kenya. The two parties expreseed their great alarm concerning the 
continuation of the conflict between Iran and Iraq, and feel that it is in the in- 
tereste of the two countries to seek peaceful means of solving their disputes, 
They also expressed their belief that thie conflict is only serving the interests 
of the impertaitetse who are seeking to expand their military presence--a presence 
which constitutes 4 great danger to the nations of the area, to their security, 
and to the security and peace of the world. 


Both the PDRY and Bulgaria gave their support to the suggestion to transform the 
indian Ocean region into a zone of peace. The two parties also expressed their 
desire to transform the Red Sea region into a zone of peace, to preserve the rights 
and interests of the countries bordering on the Red Sea, to have no one interfere 
in their internal affaires, and to have the intereste of international navigat ion 
be taken into consideration. 


The two parties reaffirmed their solidarity with the Ethiopian revolution and 
praised the efforte made by the Ethiopian revolutionary leaders to preserve their 
national independence and the territorial integrity of their nation. 


The two parties expressed their great alarm concerning the grave situation in the 
Middle East. They reaffirmed that they are in favor of 4 permanent and comprehen~ 
sive solution to the Mid'le East problem, which cannot be solved without the total 
and uncondit tonal withdrawal of leraeli forces from ail of the Arab territories 
which they cecupied in 1967, including Jerusales, and gust include respecting the 
legit imate rights of the Palestinian Arab people and their right to self-determina- 
tion and to eet op an independent etete. The accomplishment of such 4 sett lement 
will require the participation of all parties concerned, including the PiD--the 
sole legit imate representative of the Palestinian Arab people. 





The two patties alse strongly cendemmed the Camp David agreement and the separate 
laraeli-fgyptian treaty which was brought about through the active part teipat ton 

of the U,S,, which Nas the objective of working against the interests of the Arab 
ecounteles and is blocking efforts which aim at achieving 4 just and final peace 
solution for the Middle Bast, The two parties also condemned the so-called "Pales- 
tinian autonomy negotiations” which are going on, considering them te be an attempt 
to prevent the Palestinian Arab people from achieving their permanent national rights 
and considering them to be an attempt to legitimize lLeraeli occupation of usurped 
Arab lands, 


Purthermore, the two parties condemned the illegal actions which have been taken 

by lerael in the Arab territories which they occupied in 1967, They condemned in 
particular the attempts to change the legal status of these territories, to set up 
leraeli settlements in these areas, to vielate the sanctity of the Arabs’ historic- 
al, religious, and cultural tradition, plus the increase in repression and racial 
diseriminatton against the Arab inhabitants as well as the exercise of terrorien 
againet the Palestinians and their leaders, The two parties declared their support 
for the resolution which was adopted by the 7th Special Emergency Session of the UN 
General Assembly concerning the Palestinian question. The two parties expressed 
their delight with the continuing success achieved by the Arab nations in their 
struggle againet the separatist appeasement policy pursued by the Egyptian regime 
with regard te tie Middle Fast question. The two parties expressed their f 

belief that unit. and solidarity of the Arab nations is a decisive factor fu: 
achieving further success in this regard. The two parties praised the great role 
being played by the countries of the Steadfastness and Confrontation Front in 
strengthening and consolidating the struggles being waged by the Arab nations and 
their progressive forces against the forces of imperialiem and Zionien. 


The Bulgarians praised very highly the positions based on principle which have been 
taken by the PDRY concerning 4 solution te the Middle East problem, and they 
praised the PORY's effective contribution toward strengthening the solidarity of 
the action undertaken by the Arab nations. The Yemenis expressed their grat itude 
to the people of Bulgaria and the other nations of the socialist camp for the un- 
limited support which they have given to the Arab nations in their just cause. 

Both parties again emphasized that the creation of a just and comprehensive solu- 
tion te the Middle East problem can be achieved through the participation of the 
Soviet Union, at all stages of the process of working toward this solution. 


wyen the two parties were reviewing the situation in Burope, they expressed their 
slarem concerning NATO's decision to sanufacture and station new medium-range nuclear 
niesiles in Western Burope. In thie regard, the two parties support the USSR ini- 
tiative which calle for negotiations regarding medium-range nuclear weapons in 
Furope ae well as the aforementioned matter [American nuclear weapons). The two 
parties consider that the Madrid conference could contribute toward consolidat ing 
the path of the process of detente in Burope and in the rest of the world if all 
of the countries participating in the econferenc: show a constructive attitude. 
They felt that in thie regard it is of epectal importance to take a decision to 

id a conference concerning silitary detente and disarmament in Europe in order 
to etrenethen trust between the nations and proceed to take effective steps to in- 
plement disarmanen: 





The two parties expressed their approval of the proposals made at the summit meet~ 
lig of the Political Advisory Committee of the member states of the Warsaw Pact 
treaty of Friendship in Warsaw, The participants called for holding a conference 
which would be attended by all of the heads of state in the world and which would 
contribute effeetively toward solving the probleme at hand by eliminating hoetbeds 
of war and international tension and by putting an end to the specter of a possible 
outbreak of a destructive world war, 


The Yemenis praised Bulgaria's firm and constructive policy which aime at consoli- 
dating good-neighbor relations in the Balkan Peninsula and preserving peace and 
security tn Burope, 


The two parties also expressed their solidarity with the people of the Democratic 
Republic of Afghanistan, under the leadership of ite vanguard==-the Afghan Revolu- 
tionary Demecratic Party. They strongly condemn all types of foreign interference 
in Afghanistan's internal affaires and the attempts made by the imperialists to 

create hotbeds of war in the region. The two parties expressed their appreciation 
of the importance of the sincere fraternal support which has been extended by the 
Soviet ‘mion to aid the Afghan people to perserve their freedom and independence. 


uring (heir discussions concerning the situation in Southeast Asia, the two parties 
declared their total euppert for the people of the Socialist Republic of Vietnam, 
the Lao People's Democratic Republic, and the Democratic Republic of Kampuchea. 

They affirmed the right of the representative of Kampuchea's Revolutionary People's 
Couneil to take his place in the UN and in other international organizations. The 
two parties aleo emphasized that they stand fully by these countries in their pur- 
suit of peace, etability, and cooperation in the region. 


The PORY and Bulgaria officially welcomed the declaration of independence made by 
the state of Zimbabwe--independence which was achieved after a long and heroic 
struggle by the people of that nation against a racist and imperialist regime. The 
two parties aleo affirm their solidarity with the just struggle which is being 
waged by the people of Namibia in order to attain their freedom and independence, 
and they aleo declared their support for the struggle which is being waged by the 
people of South Africa to tetalivy do away with ite raciet regime. 


The two parties alluded to the importance of continuing to strengthen the alliance 
between the forces of world soctaliem and national liberation sovements in their 
common struggle to achieve international peace and security, to achieve freedom and 
independence for the peoples of the world, and to Liberate their lands from foreign 
occupation, neo-imperialies, and racial persecution. 


The two parties expressed their desire to further develop and consolidate the soli- 
darity which exiete between natural allies in thie etruggle--these allies being the 
countries of the socialist camp, the non-aligned countries, the developing countries, 
and all progressive forces in the world The two parties sade mention of the great 
role which is being plaved by the non-aligned govement in current internat tonal 


politice 








Me two parties praised highly the results of this visit, and expressed their con- 
fidence that the visit would contribute toward the subsequent development and 
atrengthenting of friendship and cooperation between the PDRY and Bulparta,. 


Comrade Todorov expressed his deep gratitude to Comrade ‘Ali Nasir Muhammad and 
to the friendly Yemeni people for the warm welcome and reception which they ex- 
tended to him during hie visit,

DETALLS ABOUT NEW MODEL FARM IN HADRAMAUT VALLEY 
Aden 14 OCTOBER in Arabic 2 Dec 80 p 2

[Text] The hille which used to separate two villages have become a model state 
farm, 


The farm ie in al-Qatan, and in Say'un they are proud of it! Record achievements 
have been accomplished in digging wells, levelling hills, and irrigation. 


Each 10 workers receive a total of 1 feddan of private plots. The old man stood 
at the edge of the village of Hawrah, and pointed to the other side of the valley, 
saying: “Before the farm was put here we were not able to see Suda.” 


The man wae right. Just a few yeare ago there were dirt hille throughout this whole 
area which were tall enough to keep the people in either of the two villages from 
seeing the other village. The distance which we covered from Say'un to the town of 
al-Oatan, the capital of the district of al-OQatan, was 44 kilometers. While 

we were coming into the town, and before we had reached the center of town, I was 
struck by the buildings which stood on both sides of the road. The thing that 
struck se ebout these buildings was the fact that they were built in such a dif- 
ferent manner from the buildings which were behind them. Furthermore, their size 
suggested that they were buildings which were used for public purposes, and that 
they could not be for residential purposes. I was in the company of Mr ‘Umar Kara- 
mah, the director of the Soviet-Yemeni projects in the Hadramaut Valley, and the 
driver of the car. The fact that I was glancing over at these buildings did not 
prompt them to talk about them. In fact, they were ignoring them completely be- 
cause they were quite used to seeing ewe ything al. g these roade in the valley. 


So I made it a point to ask a question about them before it was too late. I did 
thie eo that the driver would slow down and volunteer to give some information about 
them. He did this, sayin “This is a school, those are warehouses, those are 
low-cost housing units, over there you have a park, etc.” I could not follow 
everything that he was pointing out to our left and to our right, even though I 

was trying ay best to do so. The car was moving along, and there was no chance to 
absorb what he was saying. 











Hut I did ask the question: “Why are all of these buildings concentrated in this 


apot?” 


His anewer was; “All of these structures which we have just passed were built dur- 
ing the last few years, There was no room for them except at the edge of town." 


Aa we were passing through the town, I noticed that it differed from the tow of 
Say'un with regard to the impression one gets when entering it. I wanted to wander 
around inside the town in order to become better acquainted with it, but there wae 
no time to do this. We had time only to visit the farm which we were on our way 

to see and which was the reason for our trip. 


Land Reclamation and Planting at the Same Time 


When our car finally reached the farm, the speedometer indicated that we had come 
Sl kilometers in about 2 hours. ~ ‘s te in apite of the fact that the driver did 
net slow down as he was driving oves the many potholes in the road, 


Although the Bahran Farm is in the district of al-Qatan and is only 37 kilometers 
away from this district's capital city, it nevertheless is an attraction for people 
visiting the valley, even though they might live in the town of Say'un. Officiale 
in the district of Say'un have no objection to this because they are patiently ob- 
serving what ie going on in this farm since this state farm is serving as a model 
for the whole Hadramaut Valley. 


When we stopped at the edge of the farm, we took time to take a look at the levelled 
land in the bottom of the valley. Part of it was covered with vegetation, and the 
other part had clouds of dust rising above it--dust that was raised by graders and 
earthmovers which were coming and going all over it. 


In this sarticular area there were irrigation ditches and furrows, and this indi- 
cated that vegetation had been there before. People had irrigated these areas of 
land with floodwater. In order to keep the land on a level which was lower than 
that of the valley, so that the land could easily be irrigated, they used to clear 
away all the silt which came with the floodwater and settled all over the areas 
which were cultivated. With the passage of time these hills of sand became too 
large to allow the peasants to cultivate the land, so they abandoned the land. 


it is only now that vegetation is returning to this land, which is now part of the 
Bahran Farm. When we go into che farm we will try to find out how this was brought 
about. 


Soviet -Yemeni agri-ultural land reclamation projects in the Hadramaut Valley began 
in 1972. Sinee that time, 5 state farms have begun operation for the first time in 
the Hadramaut Valley. The Bahran Farm is the sixth such farm, and work on it has 
not yet been completed. So far 690 feddans have been reclaimed, out of a total of 
700 feddans which have been scheduled to be reclaimed by the end of this year. The 
total area cultivated now is 600 feddane of reclaimed land plus 300 feddans of 
older cultivated land. According to the modified 5-year plan, the farm's total 
cultivated area will be 1,400 feddanse. 








We went directly to the spot where all the clouds of dust were coming from, and 
there we saw Yemen! workers driving the graders while Soviet experts were supervis- 
ing the work being done, I[ sat down for a while, and happened to see the driver 

of ome of the graders get down from hia vehicle in order to talk to one of the 

two Soviet experts who were on the work site, They talked for a while, and then 
they sat down se Chat the Soviet expert could explain the work plan. The conversa~ 
tion was carried out by means a mixture of Arabic and Russian words, with the aid 
of gestures and drawings. I was a special comradely language which had been 
created by their work relationship and which had become the language of mutual un- 
deratanding between chen. 


Mr ‘Umar Karamah explained the scope of the work which wae being undertaken by his 
Soviet comrades; ‘A total of 4,000 cubic meters of dirt is being cleared away from 
each feddan is 1,000 cuble meters. I do not believe that any company would agree 
to do such a job if ite objectives were commercial ones, that is, if it intended 
to profit from the project.” 


“In the farm, several jobs are being simultaneously accomplished. The land is being 
cleared, wells are being dug, land is being reclaimed, and then the land is being 
cultivated. The farm project calle for digging 28 artesian wells, and so far 15 

of them have already been dug. A well ia being dug for each 50 feddane, in accord- 
‘nee with recommendations made by the agricultural experts for the project. The 
ching that (te striking here is the record speed at which these wells are being 

dug. It ie taking only 1 week of work to dig each well!” 


Why Te This a Model Fara’ 


"At the present time 71 people are working on the farm and a number of crops are 
being planted--wheat, tomatoes, onions, red gourds, mace, sorghum, fodder, sesame, 
and watermelons. Initial indications show that the farm's productivity is good in 
comparison to what was planned for it.” 


At last I was able to understand why they consider this farm to be a model farn. 
Within 5 years the project is supposed to make the farm into an integrated tech- 
nical production unit. This task includes providing all of the farm machinery, 
building the roade and farm buildings, training the farm's personnel, building 
irrigation ditches, etc. 


“There ie another farm which is totally subordinate to the project. And three 
other farms are scill under the technical supervision of the project. The project 
monitors the operation of distribution and maintenance of farm machinery, and 

looks after their electric power and other problems and installations of a technical 
nature. But when che time comes to make the farms fully ready for operation, they 
will be put under the complete supervision of the project.” “The land where the 
farm is located is land which is fertile. And there are no problems concerning 
poring che grounc water, nor are there any problems concerning the level of the 
ground water, and the water is sufficiently fresh. This has been attested to by 
studies and research which have been conducted in the area.” 





"Nevertheless, this is not che only faci ¢ ef success for a farm, But it does con- 
atitute the basia for a successful farm, Assuming that the land meets these basic 
technical requirements, the next important thing is the operation of reclaiming the 
land and using {tt in an integrated fashion, Serious work must be undertaken to clear 
the land, build irrigation ditches, build roada, provide farm machinery, maintain 

the farm machinery, build the farm's necessary structures and installations, train 
the farm personnel, and mechanize operations on the farm as much as possible, These 
are the basic guarantees of succeas for any modern farm," 


“The project of constructing the farm ia still going on, But in spite of thie the 
farm te already showing signa of good productivity. By means of utilizing new ir- 
rigation methods, the farm has been able to increase each farmer's productivity 
from being 7 feddane in 1978/79 to being 14 feddans in 1979/80, This figure is 
expected to go up to 21 feddans during the planning year 1980/81," 


"A aingle feddan used to require 14 farmers to work 1 full day in order to irrigate 
it. But after the completion of a study which recommended the use of a new ir- 
rigation method, ‘irrigation water ts being showered on the land such that only 1 
farmer is necessary to do the work!'" 


"This not only :olves the problem of the farm's labor force, but also helps to 
decrease irrigation water leakage and evaporation." 


"The farm is also pursuing a course of action which creates a more positive rela- 
tionship between it and its farmers. The piecemeal wage system has not yet begun 
to be used, possibly because some people, for financial reasons, are not very en- 
thustastic about it. But we hope that this attitude will not last long. However, 
tye farmers have begun to feel more and more that they are a part of the farm 
since each one of them has been given a plot of land, the area of which is 420 
square meters--that is, 1 feddan of land for each 10 farmers--and along with this 
they receive farm machinery to work the land and water to irrigate it. All of this 
has enabled each farm worker to take care of his needs in terms of fodder and has 
enabled him and his family to plant some crops of their own. This has made him 
have a much closer and more direct feeling of belonging to the farn." 


In Sayv'un, when T accused people of exaggeration in their praise of the farm, I 
was told that maybe | would later change their minds and have them believe it is 
a model farm not only for the Hadramaut Valley, but also for all of the courtry's 
provinces. And now I know that it really is.

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NEW DEVELOPMENTS IN PEOPLE'S LOCAL RADIO STATION 
Aden AL=THAWRAH in Arabic 20 Sep 80 p 6=7 
[Study by Majid Muhammad | 


[Text] The people's local radio station in Aden is one of several local stations 
that exist throughout the country's governorates. These radio stations do their 
best to cover events in the governorates, as well as concentrate on important 
central matters that concern the Republic as a whole. 


in presenting their programs, people's local radio stations take into consideration 
the local dialects, using simple language suitable to each governorate. The radio 
stations also take into consideration the traditions and customs of the residents 
in each governorate. These radio stations also assist the central radio station 
when the latter goes off the air. On the occasion of the opening of the people's 
local radio station in Aden at the beginning of this month, we conducted a quick 
review of this station, located in al-Mu'alla district- (an exemplary model). When 
we got there, our findings were different from what we had expected. We imagined 
the radio station to be located in a large building, with several divisions, com- 
plex equipment, and a large number of employees. However, our findings were con- 
trary to our expectations: The station was no more than a wooden, rectangular room 
about 10 meters long, divided by wooden and glass partitions into th-ee sections: 
One section looked like the administration; half of it was full of equipment. 
Another section contained recording and transmission equipment and the library. 

The last section was where announcers sat to present their programs. Despite all 
this, the [station; workers saw it as a great thing since it was a new building. 


The workforce in the radio station consisted of five men and two women; they act as 
the engineers as well as the announcers, and they also prepare and present the 
programs. They cooperate, enjoy their profession and learn it through daily 
practice. 


Two Persons and a Recorder 
The people's local radio station in Aden began experimental transmission in 1975 


and regular operation in 1976. Ac that time, the radio station was in the Fatah 
Camp in al-Tawahi. 
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We heard the story of the people's radio station from Ahmad Qasim, one of ita first 
employees, Ahmad Qasim acquired his experience through working at the radio 
station, where he began a8 an announcer, preparing political programa and commen- 
tariles, 


Ahmad Qasim said: "Since its opening, the radio atation has been maintained 
financtally and administratively under the Supreme People's Council of the Republic, 
supervised by the department of politica and information, 


At the beginning, this radio atation merely consisted of a recorder and two emplo- 
VYees, 


Currently, great efforts are being expended to develop the people's local radio 
station, espectally by the Deputy Chairman of our Yemeni Socialist Party, by the 
Party's organization in Aden, and by the Mintatries of Defense and Interior. Based 
on the direction of the Party and the Revolutionary government to develop people's 
local radio stations in governorates, a special fund in the Party's budget was 
allocated to our radio station, beginning this current year. An important develop- 
ment was the radio station's move to this new building. 


The equipment its simple and can carry out the required tasks. We intend to develop 
this equipment and buy [other] modern equipment." 


When asked about the purpose of local radio stations, Ahmad Qasim replied: "The 
purpose of local radio stations is to translate the Party's literature into 
simplified language understood by housewives and children in the governorates, 
especially since the broadcasting pertod is between 8:30 a.m. and 2:00 p.m. Local 
people's radio stations also fill the gap which the central radio station leaves 
by broadcasting during the abovementioned period." 


Programs. Personnel and Other Matters 


During this study, we learned of several matters related to the broadcasting 
business: Pr ,cams, personnel, equipment, preparation and presentation, trans- 
mission, etc. 


We also conducted a quick interview with Ahmad ‘Abd al-Malik, the director of the 
radio station. We began by asking him about the programs and the method through 
which the radio stat:on acquires its [broadcasting] material. 


Ahmad said: "There ore two types of programs presented by the people's local radio 
station: the first type is based on contributions by the people's organizations. 
The second type is aterio’ the radio station employees prepare and present. The 
latter is the more diverse program. 


Furthermore, we should nt forget the central radio station's role in providing 

us with the material we need. At the same time, we also make use of the AL-THAWRY 
and 14 OCTOBER newspapers and the Aden News Agency. Last, we can say that many 
programs are prepared at the radio station, including songs and serials which we 
receive from the central radio station. 





Appealing to the people's tastes in pregame is an important matter whieh we take 
inte cousidefation ta planning fer any fadie breadeast, This matter is of great 
apertence fer @ fadie station whieh te committed te a specific ideology, Sueh 4 
fadio station hae the fet-ee caay feapenelibllity ef educating the listeners and 
preaching thie ideelegy in @ simple and appealing manner,” 


About the progtes, plan, and the public taste, Ahmad said: “The people's local 
fedio if Ades tates inte consideration the fact that, during ite breadeasting 
period (from 8:90 4.8, watt 2:00 pe.) gost of ite listeners are housewives, 
wottere and students whe afe on vacation, a8 well ae these with independent busi- 
feeees, When we set up our quarterly plan for daily programs, we take the public 
taste inte consideration, a8 well as what ie suitable te our Yemeni Sec ialist 
Party's difections, in preparing the plan, we alse take inte account the effective 
hese and setivities ef the people's organisations, the national festivities and 
holideye and the Party's activities, Por example, we broadcast the events of the 
fifet conference of the Yemeni Socialist Party in the Gewernerate of Aden, which 
wae held a few days age. 


The dally program contains about 60 pereent songs and @usic, with the rest of the 
pfogtame comprising news broadcasts and briefe, advertisements, political commen- 
tatiece, informations! progfams and variety programe. 


The people's of ganizations also present special program: prepared by them and 
oresented by the fadio station employees, These organizations include the General 
Union of Yemeni Women, the governorate’s Labor Council, the Yemeni Democratic Youth 
Pederation, and the Public Defense Committees.” 


About employees, Almad said: “The radio station employees are only 4 handful, 
However, these few employees expend 4 lot of effort. Each of them performs more 
than one task of function: they prepare and present the programs; they record; and 
they covet outside special occasions and interviews in various work and production 
institutions. In order to develop our work, the following is necessary: 


= Pinding qualified employees to work at the radic station. 


= Adding qualified women to the workforce who are capable of contributing and being 
cteative, 


— Urge workers to take in-house of independent qualifying courses, since working in 
the media business requires the existence of ianovation and creativity. 


= Our move to the new building in ai-Mu’alla is 4 step toward development, but does 
aot represent our vitimate goal. The building does not allow us to perfore our 
duties in the best aanner. in order to organize our work, different departments 
ust exist, such as the program: department, gusic department, library, administra- 
tion, ete, 


= We are prowd that the people's loesl radio station is very popular. This is 
confirmed by lettere and telephone . .ie we receive, personal interviews and con- 
eratulatory cards.” 
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Asked ahout hew he finds the fadie’s library, he replied: “The library te poor,” 
Asted why, he Feplied: “One lowe at ofary ean feveal this, tt ts surprising 
that this is the libeary of a radie a with @ [dally] Breadeasting pefied ef 

5 afd Ofewhall houfe hecauee of the shortage of tapes, we afe sometif#es fareed te 
replay the safe Songs, and we afe sometifnes embarrassed when we fecelve letters 
from our listenere fequesting certain sengs wWileh we de net have in our library, 
Pulthef@ofe, there te @ shortage of blank tapes and special oocasion songs if our 
iibrary 


bfeat attention and care by Party and state offictals afe given te suppert the 
people's local fadte station, The best example is the frequent visite of the 
Deputy Chaifman to the fadio station, We aleo had given instructions te offer the 
station all the facilities required te enable it to perform in the best manner, 

We actually got @ sew bullding, 4 fund was alleeated te the radio station and a 
cat wae previded, All these @attere had « positive effect that was reflected in 
the fadio progr me eveloped, Pfven the resolutions at the first eonference of the 
Yemeni Socialiet Party tneluded the financial and aeral support of the people's 
radio, as well a8 providing it with qualified staff,” 


Asked how the fadio station coordinated with the central broadcasting station, he 
replied: “Coordination between we and the central station officiale is an important 
and basic matte During our @eeting with them, they seemed very interested, We 
find it neceseea to have them inerease their supervision of our work progress in 
order to benefi: from their experience in the broadcasting field. it is alse 
important to have them send their engineers to check the people's radio station and 
offer theif aseictance so that efforts in both stations have one joint purpose; that 
of serving our people's and Party's cause. 


We also aspire to have large-scale meetings with managers of |other) people's 
local stations and the central station to discuss matters that are important in the 
broadcasting business and to exchange expertise.” 


Sound Pngineer Pindse Training Courses Necessary 


Wafa’ ‘Abd al-Warith has been working a6 4 sound engineer at the people's radio 
etation since 1978. She arranges general programs, especially the gusic programs, 
recetds programe prepared by the people's organizations, and also programs prepared 
by the radio's eraff, 


Wafa’ came to the radio station after leaving high school, seeking employment. She 
did not take any courses of join any institutes, but learned her work through 


experience. 


After she explained to us the aature of her work and her interaction with equipment, 
she said: “I like ay work and hope that thie radio station will have better equip- 
ment because the lexisting] equipnaent is old. I also hope that its employees can 
get training courses so they can perform their duties more proficientiy.”

Ae Anmouneer's Qualifieations: A Desire Te Wart 


Asia Wabbit, an announcer, joined the breoadeasting business in 1979 after the 
fadio station advertized job epentings for female announcers, Wer desife to work, 
which wae her only qualification, was her only setivation te join the peaple's 
fadin, 


She feade the fews and political subjects from the press, in addition te subjects 
abstracted from the Party's documents, She alee participates in the presentation 
of progfame prepared by the people's organteat ions. 


We asked Asia: “We, a8 listeners, hear « let of grammatioa! @ietakes everyday and 
alee heat the announcers stumbling ower thelf tent. Are the materiale reviewed 
before they are read?” 


Anewer: Before tt te read, — report is reviewed and corrected, and the @eanings 
comprehended, Aleo, before treading the report, we learn where to step and how to 
pronounce some words and when we should lower of faiee our voice. We alee review 
and clarify certain unclear of etesing words.” 


An Engineer, Announcet and Programmer 


Muhammed Yaclam al-Bur'i is an announcer, engineer and the programmer of the weekly 
vatiety program. We also operates transmission and recording equipment and con- 
trole the quality of transmission outside the radio station, He has become pro- 
ficient in hie announcement and engineering work through working in these two 
fields sinee 1977, 


Muhammad Yasiam ai-Bur'i said: “The people's leoal radio station tn Aden has 
improved 4 lot from what it used to be, especially in the area of tranemiesion, 
Transmission used to be weak and did aot cover the governorate’s districts. After 
we moved to this building, our broadcast could cower 411 the governorate’s areas 
except for Socotra and the governorate’s islands. Our broadcast also reaches the 
outskirts of the governorates of Lahij and Abin. When we were in ai-Tawahi, our 
broadcast did not cover the Krater district because it was blocked by the Shamean 
mountain. Mow, our broadeast overcomes thie barrier and covers the districts of 
Krater. 





We hope to be able to acquire new broadcasting equipment and spare parts to improve 
the existing situation. The recording equipment is not sufficient and spare parts 
ate not available, which forces us to aaintain some of the recording equipment by 


using the rest of this equipment for epare parte. 


in general, programs have noticeably improved, as well as the broadcast of songs. 
We are on our way to developing some portions of the programs a5 well as enriching 
out library with modern recordings of @usic, songs, serials and warious scientific

Por this reason, the budget 
concerning the principal public projects received the lion's share of the total 
budget funde for the new fiscal year. These projects were allocated a total of 
5.917 billion Qatari riyale--989 eilifon riyale @pre than last year--and this 
represents an increase of 20 percent. in addition to this there are the funds 











which have been allecated for financing the needs of the country's industrial 
projects and the projects for the growth and development of ite petroleum wealth, 
im iuded here alee afe the buliding loans for employees which total 2.0 biliter 
fiyais, Thie brings the total in funde alletted thie year te 6,955 billion 

Qatari tiyais, in comparison with 7, 64 billion Fiyale whieh were allotted for last 
year (1400 A.H,), 


These figures fefiect the fact that there te intense and erowing interest in 
marching of alone the foad of pregtese and in responding to the needs of all 
aspects of our economic and social activities, Thies te shown in the following 
statement of budget allocations!

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This year's budget for the principal projects demonstrates special concern for the 
new projects, the aim being to grant greater opportunities for accomp] ishment 

and to provide greater possibilities for stimulating the country's economy. More 
than 90 percent of the budget's funde have been allocated to new projects. The 
goals of the investment plan in the reales of the various activities previously 
mentioned are as follows: 


1. Induetrial and Agricultural Activity 


industrial progress, in the form of the heavy and light industries which the state 
has created eo far, is considered to be the sound path to follow in order to 
transform the country's natural wealth into permanent and diversified sources of 
national income. it is for this reason that the state considers it to be one of 
ite primary concerns to support these industries. Also, the state is paying 

great attention to agriculture in an effort to guarantee a food supply for the 
people of the country. For this reason, the financing requirements and expendi- 
tures for implementing the industrial and agricultural projects which the state 

is originating or participating in totalled 2.971 billion riyale this year. of 
thie amount, 2.366 billion riyale were allocated to the Qatar General Petroleum 











Petroleum Ge. This te in addition te the 435 eillion riyale in the form of leans 
and financial participation in tadustetal projects, 


The state has continued te be laterested in establishing foundations for Light 
industries, in this year's budget — total of 53 wiliien riyale wae allocated 
for theese taduetries, 


The sum of 41 @illion fiyale wae allocated for the completion of basic services 
pre jects for industries in Uae Sa'id. Aleo, 26 eiliion riyale were a! located 

for industries dealing with building materiale and organic fertilisers, Likewise, 
62 mililon fiyale were allocated for survey operations and studies concerning the 
development of the petroleum tadustry. 


In the fleid of agricultural activity, 49.7 @illien fiyale were allocated for 

the establichment of experimental farms where studies concerning the improvement 
of agricultural production will be conducted, Thies allocation will also cover 
studies made concerning the possibility of utilising certain areas for agriculture, 
building agricultural inetruction centers, and the planting of vegetables, fruite, 
and trees in certain areas in order to increase the ampunt of agriculturally- 
productive area in the country. 


The abovewmentioned allocation aleo includes 18.3 million riyale for the purpose 
of completing the poultry fare in Use Garn, the sheep fare in Abu Samrah, ae well 
as for the construction of a veterinary clinic for the purpose of providing service 
for, and promoting the growth of, our country's Livestock. 


It. Housing and Public Buildings 


in addition to the support which the estate is giving to the private sector in 
thie field by means of extending loans and renting buildings, the state has 
allocated 971.8 million riyale for the purpose of implementing the following 
housing and public building projects: 


A. Completion of the construction of government buildings, the special program 
for building 2,000 low-cost housing units in various areas of the country, basic 
services for the building of 500 aore houses in the same areas, and the completion 
of the program of building 600 homes for members of the armed forces. 


B. Beginning the construction of new government buildings to house the Advisory 
Council, the Technical Center for Industrial Development, the Ministry of 
Education, the Minietry of Public Health, and the Ministry of Labor. 


C. The construction of new warehouses in order to guarantee the availability 

of foodstuffs, the construction of numerous mosques in Doha as well as in 

various other cities and villages, the completion of the construction of buildings 
for various cooperatives, and the construction of a building for a new cooperative 
in the western part of the Doha Bay area. 


D. The allocation of 100 willion riyals for the housing loan fund. This diversity 
in building and construction projects indicates how interested the state is in 
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providing its citigens with the @eans te live 4 decent and secure life, and 
demonstrates how interested it is in expanding the country's populated areas, 


lil, Sectal Services 


In view of the lmportance of projects concerning culture, the news media, the 
distribution of goods, sports, and touriem in raising the standard of Living, 
intellectual level, and social level desired for the members of our society 
generally, and for our country's youth in particular, the state has paid a great 
deal of attention to these areas. To these fielde of activity it has allocated 
91.2 million riyale of the current national budget, which will be used to build 
/ athletic clubs for our youth in Doha and other cities as well as 4 sports 
ay@nasium and arena and buildings to house shooting and horseback=riding clubs. 


This area of activity also includes projects for developing various cities and 
villages by building parke, recreation areas, shopping centers and areas, 
municipal government buildings, and city beautification projects. A total of 
142.3 million riyale wae also allocated in order to increase the transmission 
capacity of our radio and television network, as well as to revive our folklore 
and popular art and to complete a number of projects having to do with tourtem. 


IV. Education 


Given the fact that the state is interested in providing our youth with the weapon 
of science and knowledge, year after year it has allocated to this sphere of 
activity steadily increasing funds which reflect ite growing interest in this 
regard. Thus the budget includes 678.6 million riyale for the purpose of 
implementing and developing education plane for the country. A total of 309 
million riyals of these funds have been allocated for continuation of the 
construction of the University of Qatar which is considered to be one of the 
country's citadels of science and learning. Also, 266.6 million riyale have 

been allocated for the construction of W new schools of various levels of 
education in Doha and other cities. This also includes allocations for the 
construction of athletic facilities, buildings, and additions to existing schools 
as well as other buildings for educational purposes. Furthermore, the necessary 
funds have also been allocated for expansion and additional construction in both 
the Qatar National Library and the Center for Vocational Training and Development. 


Vv. Public Health 


In order to provide complete medical service and health care for our citizens, the 
state has allocated 243.1 million riyale for the implementation of a number of 
projects, the aim of which is to develop these services. The most important of 
these projects is the completion of the new Hamad Hospital. Other projects include 
that of beginning the construction of a new hospital for women, the total cost 

of which will be 260 million riyals, and a student health center, which will cost 
25 million riyals. In addition to these projects there are numerous other ones 
which concern the construction of city heaith centers, improvements and 

additions for existing clinics and hospitals, and the construction of an institute 
for public health training. 
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Vi. Bleetrletity, Water, and Sewage 


The production of electricity and drinking water are considered to be ampng the 
mst important elements of Life and economic growth in our country, Por this 
feason, the atate is going out of ite way to give ite backing to these utilities 
and to help increase their production, 


The electfic utilities have received allocations totalling 1,145,500,000 Friyale 
in order to implement 4 number of new projects, The most important of these is 
the construction of four power substations in various areas of the country, the 
total eoat of which will be 450 million riyale, and which will provide 2860 mega~ 
watts of power in addition to the power which is already produced today, These 
allocations are also for the construction of a new power plant, the cost of the 
initial stage of which te estimated at 2.750 billion riyale and which will 
produce 1,500 megawatts of electricity. Also included here is the installation 
of four new facilities for water desalingsation in the Ra's Abu Fintas plant for 
the production of 16 million gallons of water per day. The total cost of this 
project te estimated at 949 million riyale. Funds have also been allocated for 
the completion of projects which aim at achieving the highest possible power output 
by power plants currently existing in Abu Fintas and Ra's Abu ‘Aboud, These 
allocations also cover such projects as the electrification of the city of Umm 
sa'id, the construction of high-tension wire networke, expansion of the power 
distribution and delivery systems in newly-populated areas, providing lighting 
for villages and the rural areas, and the construction of installations and 
buildinge which are necessary for electric utility services. 


The new budget has aleo allocated 285.6 million riyalse for the water utilities. 
This is for the purpose of constructing a water purification plant in al-Khavwr, 
which will cost 61 million riyale; the extension of a new water main from Abu 
Fintas to Doha, which will cost a total of 200 million riyals; projects for 
extending the water distribution systems of al-Wakrah, al-Wukayr, Madinat 
al-Shamal, al-Jumayliyah, al-Shahamiyah, Abu Samrah, and al-Khawr; completion 
of the construction of water tanks and towers in Doha and other cities; the 
development and extension of principal distribution systems and sub-distribution 
systems in various areas; the completion of studies concerning adding florine to 
our drinking water, making a survey of, and pursuing the development of, water 
sources in Doha; and completing the construction of a station which will 
automatically control and monitor water production and distribution. 


As for sewage and drainage works, they have been allocated a total of 294.5 million 
riyals. This is for the continuation of implementing projects to extend the 
sewage system in Doha, Umm Sa'id, the western bay area, al-Khawr, and the villages; 
completion of the sewage treatment project in Musaymir, which will cost 290 million 
riyals; the distribution network of purified water for agricultural and 

irrigation purposes; and for beginning the implementation of a new project of 
sewage collection and treatment in the northern part of Doha, which will cost an 
estimated 92 million riyals. 











Vil. Transpertation, Communications, and Reads 


A vital rele is played in our country's economle and social progress by the 
sectofe of transportation, including the various means of land, sea, and air 
transport as well as our means of wire and wireless communications and postal 
service, Due to the tmportance of this role, the state has taken 4 great interest 
in these sectors and thus allotted to them a total of 801.9 million riyale for the 
purpose of implementing new projects in these apheres of activity, This 
represents an increase of 64 percent over the funds allotted to these spheres of 
activity last year, 


in the field of highway construction, the state contemplates the building of a 
complete network of roads which will link the main cities in both the eastern 
and weatern parts of the country, 


in addition to this, the state has in @ind to renovate the streets currently 
existing in the city of Deha, construct new roade in the western Doha Bay area and 
industrial area, and to build overpasses in order to deal with the traffic conges- 
tion problem in the main squares of the city. The total in funds which has been 
allocated this year for street and road projects is 392.2 million riyale. As 

for seaporte and airports, a number of land and sea installations in the port of 
Doha are continuing to be expanded, and there is aleo a continuation of the 
construction and expansion of the buildings of the Doha International Airport, 
the airplane runways, aviation services, and meteorological services. A total of 
118.8 million riyalse has been allotted for the implementation of *\ese projects. 
The state also is planning to improve the level of our postal service and to have 
it utilize mdern methods. This will be accomplished by the construction of a 
new central post office building which will cost an estimated 90 million riyals. 
In addition to this, the state wants to complete the project of building new 

post offices in other cities. PFunde of 127.3 million riyals have been allocated 
for projects concerning wire and wireless communications. This includes the 
project for constructing the new space communication mmnitoring station, the 
automobile telephone network, participation in the Arab earth satellite project, 
constructing facilities and inetallations for the coastal station which will 
maintain communications with ships, laying an underwater cable in the Gulf, and 
setting up 4 system of communications with Saudi Arabia. Also included here is 
the ammount of 87 million riyals for the Qatari aational telephone system so 

that it may both complete its third developmer: plan and implement its fourth 
development plan which concerns expanding the country's telephone system. When 
the fourth development plan is complete, Qatar will have a total of 68,000 
telephone lines. 


In the sphere of land transportation, the state has decided to begin implementation 
of the new project concerning the construction of an automotive and mechanical 
equipment center on the road to Salwah. The total cost of this project will be 

95 million riyale. Also there are plans to engage in building renovation and new 
construction in the customs areas on the border. 
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Vill, Other Realms 


This year's budget allocates 700 million ciyale to ;rojectse concerning public 
security and defense, and allocations for making land acquisitions are also 
included in this category. 


These are the highlights of the new budget. Ie is quite obvious that it 
represents 4 continuation of the policy adopted by the state when High Highness, 
the Prince of Qatar, took over the reine of the country's govesnment and 
continued pursuing the goals of progress and prosperity for ail of our country's

SUDAN SEEKS FINANCING POR OLL DEVELOPMENT

Quantities? Sudan Progresses Down the Road Toward 011 Production") 


[Text] By the end of thie year Sudan's crude petroleum production policy will 
be definitively decided. Will it continue to produce dependent on the American 
company Chevron or will it begin 4 new stage set up by the search for so cces 

of financing for production operations by technical cooperation with other oil 


companies? 


The anewere to these questions are subject to the agreement of Chevron iteelf 
which is currently doing exploratory drilling for Sudanese oil and is developing 
the discoveries it has made in the past 4 years in accordance with the concession 
contract it has with the Sudanese Government. These operations up till now have 
cost Chevron nearly $160 million. 


The essence of the agreement with Chevron is that the company will continue to 
expand oil operations in Sudan subject to what the next few weeke will reveal about 
the possibility of producing crude of] in Sudan in commercially feasible 
quantities, that is in quantities sufficient to export some of ite abroad. Chevron 
has set the amount needed to fulfill this aim at 350,000 barrele of of] a day 
since Sudan will consume what will fluctuate around 50,000 barrels daily, an amount 
which is expected to gradually increase to where it will reach 100,000 barrels 
daily by the end of the 80's. 


From Chevron's point of view it will never be in its interests to continue to 
invest and improve pipelines and treatment plants merely to produce ofl in amounts 
that are earmarked only for Sudan's weeds. In the event that there's no increase 
in the production suitable for exporte Le amounts then Chevron would prefer to 
withdraw. 


In that case Sudan would search for a substitute. This substitute would be, 
according to Sudanese sources, foreign loans which Sudanese authorities will try 
to get from either Arab sources or from the World Bank. These would be to 
finance production operations on a relatively small scale but it would produce 
amunts that would are than suffice for Sudan's needs. At a time when some 
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financial cireles beth inside and outside Sudan believe that it will be difficult 
for Sudan te secure the financing suitable for even this end because of the 
deficit in Sudan's balance of payments and because of the huge debts that saddle 
sudan (which recently only after exhausting efforts was able to reach a settlement 
on 18 repayment schedule), nevertheless Sudanese and other international sources 
believe that Sudan will nec in fact have trouble getting the loans for this 
purpose, whether they are from Arab or international sources, 


The Arabs and especially Saudi Arabia (which has good relations with Sudan and 
which is now giving loans or grants to Sudan valued at more than Sudan's of) 
importe from it) hopes to find by giving Sudan loans to finance of] production 
a suitable opportunity to relieve Sudan and to diminish the extent of its 
reliance on Saudi asetetance, gifts and loans; knowing full well that Sudan is 
capable of getting other support from either the Bmirates, Kuwait, or even Iraq. 


by taking loans from international sources to develop ite oil potential Sudan will 
find « means to help it lessen ite importe in the near future as well as diminish 
the pressure on its balance of payments and ite currency. Sudan's fiscal and 
monetary situation will improve as will ite ability to pay. These sources will 
rescue Sudan from the huge debts it owes. 


The World Bank=--which will find itself in thie situation should Chevron withdraw-- 
is still in @ position to be compelled to aid Sudan to extricate iteelf and to 
regulate ite money for this end. This would not only spare Sudan the debts owed 
to the Bank and others, but it would accord with the Bank's new strategy to 
encourage the production of energy and energy resources in the developing world. 
it is 4 strategy that has led the Bank to set up an appropriate loan policy. 


it remains to be seen that this solution is not complete without pointing out two 
realities: 


First: Sudanese crude oil production currently is 14,000 barrels a day. This 
suffices for less than 30 percent of Sudan's steadily growing internal needs-- 
needs which can increase in price over the next 10 years by a billion dollars 
annually. 


Second: Sudan is pushing through planning for the development of the oil sector. 
Ite recent activities in this area include the signing of an agreement with the 
French oil company Total, according to which it has begun prospecting for oil in 
Southwestern Sudan, a region of 145,000 square kilometers. Sudan concluded 

this agreement in cooperation with the International Association for the Develop- 
ment of Energy Resources--the latter will have the right to take 25 percent of 
the oil that is discovered. The terms of the contract will award Sudan with 10 
percent of production and Total with the other 65 percent.

period of July 1980. France also increased ite exports from %.6 million dirhams 
te 45.3 million dirhams in the same period of July 19860 and retained ite fifth 
position. On the other hand, Italy's exports rose three-fold from 12.6 gillion 
dirhams in July 1979 to 19.9 aillion dirhame in the same period of 1980. But 
Holland's trade with Abu Dhabi showed 4 decline in the same sonth from 22.9 ail- 
lion dirhams in 1979 to 16.5 sillion dirhame in July 1980, Exports of other coun- 
tries for July 1980 (1979 figures in bracket) were as follows: Lebanon 19 aillion 
dirhams (14 aillion dirhams); India 10 eillion dirhams (4.7 million dirhams) and 
Kuwait 1.3 million dirhams (2.3 sillion dirhams).
